A bottleneck in praduction of 
special busses for the U. S. Post 
Office Department may imperil 
rural mail service in Georgia, it 
was revealed here Saturday. 

Karl A. Wilk, President of the 
Georgia Branch of the Railway 
Mail Association, said the failure 
ef manufacturers to deliver busses 
already ordered, plus a growing 
number of applications by rail- 
roads for authority to discontinue 
passenger trains, may jeopardize 
mail delivery in some rural areas 
unless action is taken at once. 

Wilk said that at the present 
rate of production, it will be 1950 
or later before anything like an 
adequate number of busses will be 
available. 

“By that time, and at the cur- 
rent rate of petitions.to withdraw 
tfains, your Railway Mail Service 
will be irreparably crippled,” he 
warned.

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Western Europe Unites To Battle 
Red Peril; German Accord Attained 


BRUSSELS, March 6—(INS)— 
Britain, France and the three Ben- 
elux nations agreed Saturday on 
a draft treaty for creation of the 
nucleus of a Western European 
bloc to oppose the march of Com- 
munism. 

A draft containing agreement on 
political and economic clauses will 
be signed next week. 

It will not contain military 
clauses. Talks on the military 
will await the arrival in Belgium 
late this month of Field Marshal 
Montgomery, British Chief of 
Staff. 

Sir George Rendel, British am- 
bassador to Belgium and delegate 
to the five-nation conference in 
Brussels, announced agreement at 
the opening of Saturday's session. 

He declared that the pact would 
be open toall non-totalitarian coun. 
tries to join the union among Brit- 
ain, France, Belgium, Luxembourg 
and The Netherlands. 

The quick agreement among the 
five nations apparently resulted 
from two reasons: 

The Communist coup in Czech- 
oslovakia which gave a sense of 
urgency to deliberations, and the 
wish to have the agreement ready 
for the March 15 opening in Paris 
of the 16 Marshall Aid Plan na 
tions. 

It coincided with the London 
agreement by Britain, France and 
the United States on German prob-

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Rental Boost 
Is Offered in 
Slum Cleanup 


City Councilman John A. White 
offered the prospect of increased 
rentals to slum property owners 
Saturday as an inducement for 
them to rehabilitate their sub- 
standard residential holdings. 

White, Chairman of Atlanta’s 
Slum Clearance Committee, re 
leased a copy of a letter from Joe 
A. Brown, Area Rent Director of 
the Office of the Housing Expe- 
citer, in-reply to White's inquiry 
if rent adjustments would be pos 
sible on slum area houses should 
owners improve them. 

Brown told White that “major 
capital improvement falls into one 
of three categories: 1. Structural 
addition: 2. Structural betterthent, 
and 3. Complete rehabilitation. 

“Should the improvements fall 
into one of these categories the 
owner would be entitled to an ad- 
justment in rent, and upon com- 


pletion should file an application 
for such adjustment. 

“The installation of a bathroom 
in an existing structure, as well 
as wiring for electricity or install-| 
ing water flush toilet, would be 
& major capital improvement. | 

“In addition to the rental value | 
of the improvement an additional 
allowance of $5 per month per 
$1,000 expended would be allowed 
to cover the increased cost of con- 
struction and equipment. All such 
costs would have to be verified 
by the owner submitting the prop- 
er evidence.” 

Apparently this would apply to, 
fre 34,000 substandard. houses to/ 
be rehabilitated in Atlanta's 
“blighted areas.” under White's 
five-year slum clearance plan. No 
answer has yet been found for the 
problem of razing and rebuilding 
6.000 slum units unfit for rehabili- 
tation. 

The deadline, under the Slum 
Clearance Ordinance, for private 
enterprise to produce an accepta- 
ble solution to the latter problem 
is drawing near. It is March 15. 
The Georgia Savings and Loan 
League has proposed an urban re- 
development plan similar to one 
under way in Indianapolis, but 
White has termed it no solution. 
The League disagrees, and Ed W. 
Hiles, its executive vice president, 
gays the League is sticking by its 
proposal. Meanwhile, Luther) 
Boggs, an Atlanta home builder, 
has suggested a conference of civic 
and business leaders to thrash out 
an acceptable plan.

In Operation Before End of Year 


LONDON, Sunday, March 7 —' 


(?)—Some sort of a United States 
of Europe will be operating before 
the year is out, London dipl.'mats 
believe. 

It may not be known by that 
mame. It may cover consicerably 
less than all of Western Euro}.e 
and it may fal] considerably short 
of a European federal stute which 
the name implies, but it probab.vy 
will be in action. 

At first it probably w''!l be .a 
loose organization including Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxermbourg de- 
Signed as a working model of a 
union meant to be strengthened 
and extended to all or most of 
Western Europe as an antidote four 
Communism. 

Such a union has been the d:ea'n 
of some statesmen for 30 years or 
more. Failure now of the big 
powers to co-operate in peace, the 
West's fear of Communism and 
the increased need for joint action 
to keep people eating and working 
in war-battered nations are spur- 
ring on the planners. 
BLUEPRINTS AT BRUSSELS 

Blueprints of the union’s founda- 
tion are on the drawing boards at 
a Brussels meeting of diplomats 
from the five nations and diplo- 
matic sources fee] sure the eventu- 
al size and authority of the West- 
ern European union will be clear 
before the U. S. financed European 
Recovery Program ends in 195}. 

They can only speculate what 
that size and authority will be. 

There seems little doubt the 
five nations meeting at Brussels 
will sign at least general agree- 
ments for joint military § action 
"against any aggressor. 

Plans around the Brussels meet- 
ing call for an “economic, political 
and military” union. These words 
cover a lot of ground with vague- 
bess. 

Does economic unity mean a 
@ustoms union, a knocking down of 
tariff walls dividing the countries? 
If it does, how will it be made to 
work among nations whose foreign 
trade patterns vary so widely? 
BOVEREIGNTY OBSTACLE? 

What will be the upshot of 
efforts at political union? ‘‘Nation- 
al sovereignty” — the national 
pride and authority of each nation 
-—is the big obstacle here. How 
deep will they be able to bury it? 
Deep enough to set up a sort of 
super-national congress, or just 
deep enough for occasional meet- 
tings of officials who would have 
power to recommend actions but 
mot enough to act’ 

What will the military agree- 
ments call for? Will there be 
joint chiefs of staff and standard- 
ization of such things as weapons 
and training, or just a simple 
agreement to help eachother in 
“war? Suppose one member falls 
~to what some western diplomats 
‘eall “Internal aggression” that 
made a red regime in Czechoslo- 
vakia. Would an alliance cover 
that? 

These are just a few suggestions 
ef the problems. 

Another problem is the exten- 
gion of the union, and its strength. 
Some nations, notably Sweden and 
Switzerland, are well known to be 
@gainst military alliances. Dip- 
lomatic sources believe any wide 
defensive alliance will have to be 
guaranteed by the United States 
before such cautious nations will 
join a bloc to which Soviet Russia 
objects. 

There is always the danger, too,

3,000-MPH 
Goes Up 78 


WASHINGTON, March 6—(7)) 


A new Navy rocket has spurted 
78 miles into the sky and hit a 
speed of 3,000 miles an hour, the 
Army and Navy said Saturday.

The idea of a United 
States of Europe means a bitter, 
internal feud in some countries 
along the lines of Communism 
versus anti-communism. 


The idea of a European union 
was in the dreams of President 
Woodrow Wilson. France’s Aris-| 
tide Briand offered a loose feder- 
ation—the Pan-European union— 
after the first world war. It came 
to nothing. 


After the last war Winston 
Churchill cultivated the field. At 
Fulton, Mo., two years ago, he ask- 
ed for a “fraternal association” of 
English-speaking, peoples.” Ejight- 
een months ago a a Zurich, Switzer- 
land he said, “we- must build a 
United States of Europe. The first 
step in the re-creation of the 
European family must be a part- 
nership between France and Ger- 
many. 

Churchill became the head of a 
United Europe movement. 

Europe had little to build on 
toward a United Europe, however, 
until U. S. Secretary of State Mar- 
shall proposed to underwrite a 
European recovery program which 
offered hope against hunger and 
industrial stagnation. His pro- 
gram came to mean a fight against 
Communism and became the sub- 
ject of internal feuding in many 
countries where Communism is 
strong. 

BEVIN ON BENELUX 

Unexpectedly, last January Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Ernest’ Bevin 
told Parliament, “The time is ripe 
for the consolidation of Western 
Europe.” Simultaneously, he 
called on France and the Benelux 
countries—Belgium, the Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg—to join 
Britain in building the center of 
a “Western Union.” Italy should 
come into the union later, he said. 


Germany must be assigned Bra jor’ 
role in European recovery.

OKLAHOMA CITY, March 5—(INS)—In a former courtroom 
fm the Oklahoma State Capital Building, a law school professor sits 
looking out the window waiting for his first student to appear.

University of Oklahoma regents 
were faced by the dilemma of be- 
fing in contempt of court if they 
refused to admit her to the white 
university and of violating Okla- 
homa State statutes on segregation 
if they did. |

JIM FARLEY’S STORY, by James A. Farley: Whittlesey House; 


388 pp. $3.50. 


Hell hath no fury like a wheel-horse scorned.

Globetrotting Robert St. John 
reports first by air and then gives 
greater permanency to his obser- 
vations between the covers of a 
book.

St. John’s best-selling prewar re- 
port, “From the Land of Silent 
People,” had paved the way to 
special entree behind the iron cur:

tion, State by State and almost 
precinct by precinct could possibly 
have imagined himself as Presi- 
dential timber, few readers will be 
able to conceive. 

This, however, does not excuse 
the method Roosevelt used to 
eliminate Farley (who even in this 
book compares the President in 
some of his early phases to Lin- 
coln). : 

In another unconscious way, 
however, Farley gives evidence of 
the importance of Roosevelt and 
his own relative unimportance in 
the history of our nation. None of 
the pages about the author is of 
any particular interest until he 
joins forces with Roosevelt. None 
of the closing pages after he broke 
with Roosevelt are of great inter- 
est either. Only the years during 
which Farley hitched his political 
bandwagon to the Roosevelt star 
make exciting reading. 

I disagree with the Roosevelt 
idolizers who say this book should 
never have been written, just as 
I disagree with those who for 
years maintained that some of the 
Lincoln papers should have been 
kept from the public. Nothing Sec- 
retary of War Stanton, for in- 
stance, thought about Lincoln ma- 
terially lessened his stature in the 
final verdict of history. Nor will 
Farley's revelations radically 
diminish Roosevelt's, 

Farley saw a side of Roosevelt 
which was far less glamorous or 
noble than the side turned toward 
the public. But how any American 
President can avoid being a poli- 
tician and at times an opportunist 
is a question few can answer— 
least of all a professional politician 
like James A. Farley.

Perusal of 
this book will make you more so. 


The authors, leading Washing- 
ton tax experts, unfold some star- 
tlmg revelations concerning the 
taxes we pay. 

For instance: When you buy a 
pair of shoes you pay more than 
400 separate taxes. 

In 1946 the total tax bill of the 
American people was $48,000,000- 
000. This was more than TWICE 
as much as the value of EVERY- 
THING produced on EVERY farm 
in the United States that year. 

In 1946 the national income 


amounted (in round figures) to 
$146.000,000,000 and on each one 
of those dollars 30 cents in taxes 
was paid. 

A further breakdown, says the 
author, indicates that we all work 
three months out of every year 
just for the tax collector and that 
every nine privately employed 
persons support a public servant, 
of which there are 6,000,000 in the 
employ of the government!

In Harold Robbins’ novel about 
the same City of New York, many 
of the characters are often on the 
verge of actual starvation. * 

Marcia Davenport's “native New 
Yorkers” are convincingly catty 
about an address west of the 
Park. 

Robbins’ “native New Yorkers’ 
are grateful for a cold-water walk 
up or even a temporary extra cot 
in a Negro flat in Harlem. 

You get the impression from 
Marcia Davenport’s book that most 
Gothamites lead a dazzling life. 

Robbins seems to think that 
most of the natives fight a cease- 
less battle to make modest ends 
meet in an environment that in 
evitably breeds crime, prostitu- 
tion, and racial and class hatred.

Possibly the author is too tender 
with his tough young protagonist. 
Perhaps he intimates just once. too

‘could resist, a potentially decent 
citizen led astray by circumstance. 
But Robbins makes the .develop- 
ment sufficiently convincing to in 
duce in the reader a willing sus 
pension of disbelief throughout 
most pf the passionate recital. 


This novel will be greeted with 
a roar of disapproval in certain 
quarters. It will be the basis of 
a running controversy for the next 
several months. But I can predict 
with absolute assurance that it 
will not and cannot be ignored.

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The Klan--A Traitor 


The Constitution repeatedly has point- 
ed out that the Ku Klux Klan is a liabil- 
ity which no community in Georgia or 
any other Southern State ‘can afford. 


For the Klan is, in fact, a traitor to the 
South. 


Though it sets itself up as the up- 
holder of the finest of Southern tradi- 
tions, the Klan of today, which has usurp- 
ed a proud and honored name out of the 
past, is playing directly into the hands of 
acknowledged enemies of the South and 
the Southern way of life. 


During the past few days there have 
been. Klan demonstrations at points in 
Georgia where elections were to be held. 
Though Klan leaders deny it, these dem- 
onstrations obviously were for the pur- 
pose of intimidating Negro voters who 
planned to appear at the polls. It is sig- 
nificant that at Wrightsville not a single 
Negro voted on election day which was 
preceded by a Klan demonstration. 


News of incidents of this sort imme- 
diately is relayed to every city and town 
in the nation. It is pounced upon by the 
South’s enemies, made more inflammatory 
in the presentation to the populace of 
other regions and used as proof that force 
legislation, such as the antilynch bill, 
FEPC and others of that ilk, is necessary 
to protect the rights of minorities in the 
South. 

Southerners, almost without exception, 
find such measures repugnant. We can, we 
believe, solve our problems in our own

way and without interference. But every 
Ku Klux Klan demonstration, every act 
of intimidation gives our opponents in 
the North and East—and in Congress—a 
strong arguing point for legislation we 
abhor. 

That is.why The Constitution finds it- 
self in full agreement with Acting Gov. 
Thompson’s appeal, issued Friday after- 
noon, for “every thoughtful and patriotic 
Georgian and Southerner to resist the 
Klan’s meetings of intimidation, by mak- 
ing it plain they are not wanted...I hope 
that all persons who may have been mis- 
guided into participating in these demon- 
strations which are so harmful to the real 
interests of the South, will remove them- 
selves from further participation, so that 
the South may present its best face to the 
nation and demonstrate that we do not 
need the proposed laws, duplicating our 
own.” 

The Acting Governor stated the case 
well when he declared the Klan actually 
is “giving aid to the Communists, the race 
baiters and the radical organizations” and 
by its actions is cutting the ground from 
beneath the feet of our Senators and Rep- 
resentatives in Congress who “tell the 
world that we have enough laws and that 
we will enforce them without Federal 
coercion.” 

We hope every Georgian and every 
Southerner will take these words to heart 
and refuse to encourage an organization 
that has proved itself a traitor to our 
cause. 


Sen. Russell Saves the Lunch Program 


In a small item out of Washington 
there is further evidence of Sen. Richard 
B. Russell's service to the children of his 
State and the nation. 

President Truman signed an urgent 
appropriation measure to which was at- 
tached a fund providing for the continua- 
tion of the school lunch program. This 
program had been abandoned when Sen. 
Russell took up the fight and had it at- 
tached, as a rider, to the deficiency bill. 


It was Sen. Russell who saved the 
farmers of Georgia a year ago by skillful 
restoration of farm benefit and parity 
measures after Republicans had severely 


_ reduced many items and eliminated others. 


It is not without reason that Sen. Rus- 
sell is more popular with the people of 
Georgia than ever before in his long 
career, and he always has been popular. 
He is serving Georgia more efficiently 
than ever before.

Then we had to compromise | 
our plan to try to avoid too much of a fight by the isolationists who | 
still think that what happens in Europe cannot touch us. We also 
lost ground to the professional “economy” boys, such as Rep. 
Taber, of New York, who cannot intelligently appeal to the 
voters, but who go forth each year saying, “I saved you some 
money.” That their actions may cost them a thousand times what 
was saved if we don’t stop Russia in Europe is never mentioned. 
Some idea of the hypocritical depths of opposition to our pattern 
may be had from Rep. Taber’s statement, after a visit to Eu- 
rope, where he ate well at Army tables, that he saw no one hun- 
gry. This probably is true. One can move from table to table 
and miss all the hungry people. 

Having watered down our pattern to the point where we hope 
it has a chance to pass the Congress, it is submitted to the Foreign 
Affairs Committee of each House, then to the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, and finally to a debate. In each instance long delays are 
possible. 


Power Meanwhile, the Communists, with all the money they 
need; with more available for the asking; with all the 
propaganda of radio and a flood of printed books and magazines 
(while we still debate and reduce the money for our information 
program) make progress. 
Two years ago Middle Europe was flooded with cheap copies 
of Soviet books—about five cents each—and of magazines and pic- 
ture publications. If one didn’t have the five cents there were large

Soviet “information centers” where they were to be had free. 
For at least two years the Soviet pattern has been vigorously 
applied. 
Ours still is in Congress, is already greatly reduced, and has a 
long way to go before it finally is passed—if it is passed. 
Selfish greed is thé chief reason why it is held back. 
The-second delaying factor is lack of knowledge about it. 


The Russians move with great freedom and also with 


Soviets great confidence. 


They still believe that our inflation will burst into a depression, 
which will reduce the capitalist system to impotence in world af- 
fairs, and that the Soviet system will, in Europe, look better. 

They are convinced, first, that Americans will not go to war 
unlesa driven to extreme limits. This they carefully avoid doing 
while pressing their program, leaving us to wring our hands as 
over Czechoslovakia and Finland. 

They keep on maintaining economic and political chaos in 
Greece; seek to create chaos in Turkey, France and Italy so as to 
keep American aid from showing any real results. 

They publicly laugh about it and say they know the American 
taxpayer and that after a year or so he will force Congress to drop 
all aid to Europe .. . especially if a depression comes. 

Their pattern is for years—as ours is for four and a quarter 
years. 

But their program has been hard and directly at work for a little 
more than two years. 

We are still debating, and weakening, ours. 

Our system is not less efficient per se. It is now because we do 
not reflect our will, or inform ourselves so that we may have one,

A Newspapers Role 
As Public Conscience 


One morning last week, the front page of your | 
newspaper contained stories which seemed to | 
rur the gamut of violence, of crime, of human 


depravity. 

There were stories of blazing guns which spat leaden death; 
of stills that decanted illegal liquor; of that beastly traffic in habit- 
forming drugs; of pitiful ill treatment of helpless babies—among 
others. 

From past experience I knew, when I read that paper, there 


‘ would be a few shortsighted individuals who would.shudder and 


say, “The papers shouldn’t print such stuff.” There would be, too, 
a few who would believe the papers profited by and enjoyed such 
a flood of human evil. 

For I have been a newspaperman for a long time and I can tell 
you the reactions of some parts of the population to any type of 
news. 

Of course, whatever their reason, those who object to the print- 


ing of crime news are wrong. They are kin to those who would stifle 
their individual consciences, to those who think they can erase all 
things ugly by shutting their eyes and refusing to see. 

They are kin to that moronic woman who said, just a few years 
ago, “I never read war news—it is too depressing.” 


: : The truth is, as all straight thinkers know, 
Essential Service the newspapers perform an essential pub- 
lic service when they publish stories of crime. One among many 
essential public services it is their duty to perform. 

For the newspaper is, in very real sense, the public conscience. 
It fills the role of the mass conscience. It awakens the civic con- 
sciousness to civic failures and prods the whole public into efforts 
to better our ways, to eradicate the disease spots among us. 

We read of a vicious crime. We are shocked, herrified. We 
instantly condemn, as beyond the pale, the criminals who perpe- 


trate such deeds. 
insistent as we think, there is the voice of conscience which tells

Our law 
enforcement agencies break up that particular gang and end their 
vicious commerce. Some of us, though, wonder if the cure of the 


drug addicts among us could not be made more available to them, 
if society could not provide better safeguards against this evil. And 
out of our wonder some good may come. 

And so on. For every evil there is, somewhere, a preventive 
or a cure. It is only by awareness of the evil that the public sense 
of responsibility may be aroused sufficiently that, eventually, the 
preventive and the cure will be provided. 

It is the publication of the facts about the disease spots on the 
body of society as a whole, that makes possible the cure of the 
disease. Without the newspapers we would live in a false world, 
ignorant of ever growing danger until it dragged us all down into 
the quicksands of degeneracy. 

Good newspapers do not enjoy printing so much crime news. 
Good newspapers are, probably more imbued with pride in their 
home communities than most other business or institutions. But 
good newspapers know that only when the white light of public 
attention is focused on the civic sores is there hope for cure of 
those sores and of the deeper sicknesses of which they are the 
symptoms. 

A newspaper need not do more than truthfully, honestly, report 
the news. That news, be it tragic, sad, or happy news, carries 
within itself the force that brings, in the end, proper public reaction. 


A newspaper's most vital function is that of the conscience of 
the community it serves.

For Consolidating County Tax Offices 


Have you returned your taxes? When you do—and now is the time—you must, if you live in Pub 


ton County, go to the tax receiver’s office in the courthouse. 


Later in the year, when you ectualig 


pay the bill, you must go to the tax collector’s office in another part of the building. 


Why, you may wonder, are your county taxes 
returned and collected in two different places? 
Private businesses bill and collect from the sgme 
office. This appears to be a logical procedure. 
Why shouldn’t it be followed in our Government 
as well? 

Consolidation of the offices of Fulton County 
tax receiver and tax collector has been supported 
by the League in the past and is on the Support 


Program for 1948. This program gives special 
emphasis to one government for Atlanta and Ful- 
ton County. That is the primary aim toward 
which the League has committed itself to work. 
However, pending its achievement there are cer- 
tain consolidations of departments within exist- 
ing governments which would add greatly to ef- 
ficiency of operation. One such consolidation

| would be that of the County’s separate tax de 


partments. 


This might not result in any immediate re- 
duction of personnel, but, what is more in 
portant, it would lead to a desirable co-ordl- 
nation of activity and would assemble all 
tax records in a central place under a central 


head. 


Many other counttes tn the State, including 
DeKalb, have already consolidated their tax re 
ceiver’s and tax collector’s offices. (DeKalb has 
a Tax Commissioner.) Specific for 
such merging is provided for in the State Con- 
stitution. It could be accomplished easily in 
Fulton County by a simple act of the Legislature. 
It would be a progressive, logical step toward @ 
more businesslike and efficient government.

More Money for State Schools? — 


The question before the house this Summer is not whether candidates for office 


will promise a doubled appropriation for schools. 


It is whether the people them 


selves will express their willingness to put up more money out of their own pockets 


adequately to finance better schools for their children, 


That's what the Georgia 


Education Association convention boiled down to when its teacher-friend in the 


schools as is possible—and when the head of the Georgia Farm Bureau, who helped force a 50 per- 


cent pay raise for teachers in 1946, agreed with 
the Chief Executive that the State cannot afford 


to do more for schools on its present income. And 
Herman Talmadge, the other major gubernatorial 
candidate, has declined to commit himself to 
the program. 

GEA Pres. Bela Lancaster and GEA Sec. Har- 
old Saxon agreed that the State could hardly 
do more out of its present tax dollar. School 
people agreed with Acting Gov. Thompson that 
schools cannot hog all the State income. Thdémp- 
son said his administration now is spending $46,- 
000,000 for schools out of its $100,000,000 income. 


So the school teachers are going to see 
whether the people are interested in increas- 
ing the State’s income. Instead of talking to 
political figures around county courthouses to 
see whether they—with an eye on the vote— 
will make promises that might be empty, the 
teachers are going to the parents in the 
“branch-heads.” They will ask parents of 
preschool children if they are willing to pay 
more taxes in order to better care for their 
children’s: education. 


“Ask these young parents,” Saxon told the 
teachers, “if they are willing to pay more in order 
to prevent their chidlren from getting up before 
dawn, riding all over the county in unheated, 
unsafe busses, studying in an ill-lighted dungeon 
of a classroom and returning home after dark. 
I am sure they will want to put up the money 
when they understand the proposed new pro- 


| gram.” 


If the people want to pay more taxes, the 
teachers don’t have to worry about political can- 
didates supporting the expanded school program. 


The GEA offers no advice on how the new 
money is to be raised to finance the expanded 


program. It says this 1s a duty and problem of 
the Legislators. It will be interesting to watch 
candidates for the General Assembly and Gover- 


norship make a bid for the votes of the teachers 


and parents of school children. If they come all 


out for doubling the present State allocation for - 
schools, they also must itemize what new taxes - 


they plan to adopt. If the teachers sell the people 
on new taxes to support the schools, this will be 
easy.

The Gangsters Are on the Loose Again 


WASHINGTON—I suppose I should tell you about the Federal Parole Board's efforts to explain 
why it let loose a quartet of Chicago gangsters almost before they were well settled in their cells. 

But somehow as I sat in the congressional hearing room and listened to evidence about how the 
gang of the late Scarface Al Capone continues to do business at the usual stand, the old sinking feeling 
returned to the pit of my stomach. Gave me the shivers to think about history’s biggest speakeasy. 


As if the lawmakers will pardon me for ignor- 
ing their inquiry into how the gangster-extortion- 
ists managed to flee the Federal clink, I'd like 
to tell a hair-raising (my hair) tale of the long 
ago, when I was a cub reporter in Chicago... 
and a pretty important fellow. Scarface Al and 
I were on speaking terms. I knew Big Bill 


Thompson. The city judge, who ran a burlesque 
show on the side, was a pal of mine. So |! used 
to swagger around the Loop, calling cops and 
gangsters by their first name, and in general 
acting like an exceedingly stupid young man. 


One of my favorite hangouts was known 
widely as the biggest speakeasy in the world. 
Scarface owned it, one of his sub-lieutenants 
mamed Hatchet Murphy ran it, and there I 
paid 75 cents a bottle for a fluid the barten- 
der said was beer. 


Tt usually had a little straw floating in the bot- 

tom; the foam was of a greenish hue and nobody 
ever knew, from the batch, whether the undeni- 
able wallop of this liquid was caused by alcohol 
or ether. 
The address was on Wells Street, where a 
guard at an iron-barred door allowed big-shots, 
like me, into the floor of an ancient loft building. 
The barroom was so big that the customers could, 
and did, use it for foot races. The hamburgers 
weren't bad, there was plenty of ketchup, and 
the conversation was exciting. 

The Hatchet, when properly mellowed, told 
such yarns of gangster depredations and reprisals 
as to sound like a murder story magazine. Some

Came a quiet Sunday night in Chicago. No 
murders, no accidents, no nothing. And I was 
night manager of the United Press, supposed to 
turn out my usual feature story for the Monday 
morning papers.

It really must have been a dead night for 
news, because every morning paper on the cir- 
cuit printed my item about the Hatchet’s illicit 
saloon the size of a skating rink.

Joe sounded sad. Said the boss’ boss, meaning 
Capone, had squawked. The Hatchet had to take 
steps. 

“He hates to do it, you being a customer 
‘and all,” said Joe, “but he’s gotta teach you 

a lesson. He says to tell you he’s gonna have 

your arms and legs busted.” 


The phone clicked. For weeks thereafter I 
lived in terror. Every time I’d see a big sedan, 
the temptation to run was overwhelming. I lost 
my taste for beer, and while the Hatchet never 
did catch up with me, I still don’t like the idea of 
those gangsters running loose.

Tension mounted as the 
‘deadline approached but at the 
last minute a strike against the 
‘Stock and Curb Exchanges was 
averted. Negotiations between the 
exchanges and the union continued 
through the week, with the union 
maintaining that it might call a 
‘strike at any time. 


The rich harvest of earnings 
that business reaped in 1947 re- 
vealed startling gains over the 
previous year. A breakdown by 
the National City Bank showed 
some industrial groups had more 
than doubled their net income 
after taxes, among them automo- 
biles and parts, machinery, elec- 
trical equipment and radio, and 
‘sugar. 

Other percentage gains included: 
Pulp and paper products 88.5 per

Historically, business in times | 
of high activity never has been | 
able to raise enough money from | 
either corporate or individual sav- 
ings together. The _ difference 
needed has always been raised by 
bank credit.

They say they 
may solve an ancient problem of 
‘business—how to select potential 


lexecutives without first investing 


costly training that may prove to 


be useless. 

The tests make use of a se- 
ries of pictures and the person 
being tested merely tells a story 
suggested to him by each pic- 
ture. This takes about 40 min- 
utes. Then another person, who 
has never seen the subject of the 
tests, spends seven hours in in- 

| terpreting the verbal replies. 

The results, Dr. Gardner said in 
an interview. determine whether 
a person warrants training to be 
an executive. A good boss, he 
declares. is one who needs achieve 
ment to be happy, one who 1s 
not still dominated by his parents, 
and who can accept authority. 
Those are among the qualities 
looked for in the tests. 

Says Dr. Gardner: 

“The ordinary battery of abil- 
ity tests are quite adequate for 
routine hiring. However, 4 
more extensive and complete 
analysis of the person seeking 
the higher executive positions 
is necessary, since it is insuffi- 
cient to know only his level of 
intelligence and basic abilities. 

“Every now and then, a young 
man, because of technical abili- 
ties has been promoted upstairs 
and soon afterward  his-« depart- 
ment begins to divide itself into 
a group of snarling individuals, 
with organizational harmony 
dead or dying and the work of 
the office degenerating into cost- 
ly inefficiency. 

“The root of the trouble—a 
bad choice of executives—can 
can be spotted, and moreover it 
can be spojfed in advance.” 

Dr, Gardner and his @ssociates 
assert on the basis of experience 
with such corporations as Inter 
national Harvester, Container Cor 
poration, General Mills and others, 
that their tests can aid a company 
in its executive selection—and 
save considerable money and time. 

The interpretation of the tests 
for executives is made.-in terms of 
their total personality — mental 
abilities, emotional difficulties and 
so on. In addition the expert 
looks for 11 qualities of executive. 
ship, These were determined by 
testing 103 of the topmost execu 
tives in the business world, al 
though Dr. Gardner declined to 
give their names. 


These 11 qualities were possess- 


ed in common among the 108. 
They were: 

Executives are people “who 
must accomplish to be happy.” 

They accept authority. 

“All of the successful executives 
have strong interest in achieve- 
ment, material rewards and pres- 
tige, in that order.” 

They have high organizational 
ability. : 

They are decisive, “although 
their decisions may be wrong at 
times.” 

They are “not easily influenced.” 

They are essentially active and 
aggressive persons with a need to 
overcome a sense of frustration 

The executives are interested in 
“the practical, immediate and di- 
rect.”’ 

In his relations with superiors, 
the executive tends to identify 
himself with them. His attitude 
toward inferiors tends to be de- 
tached and impersonal. 


“In a sense the successful ex- 
ecutive is a man who has left 
home. He feels and acts as 
though he were on his own, as 
though emotional ties and obli- 
gations to his parents were sev- 
ered,” says Dr. Gardner. 


“In general, we find the re- 
lationship to the mother to have 
been the most clearly broken 
tie. The tie to the father re- 
mains positive in the sense that 
he views his father as a help- 
ful but not restraining figure. 


“Finally, he must need to 
operate within an _ established 
. framework”—that is, know his 
| place in an organization, and be 
within that organization as a 
needed part.”

1947, a total of 150 Georgia families

finished paying for farms they had purchased through the farm 


ownership program of the Farmers Home Administration. 


These 


families averaged paying for their farms within five and a half 
years, although 40 years were allowed under the terms of the loan. 


Good prices, technical assistance in improved farming methods, and 
a prepayment privilege enabled them to reduce their indebtedness 


quickly. 

Fifty-three of these families will 
be honored at North Georgia's 
first Farm Ownership Achieve 
ment Day, March 12, R. L. Van- 
sant, State Director of the Farm- 
ers’ Home Administration, points 
out. The meeting will be held on 
the campus of the University of 


Georgia College of Agriculture. 

Before obtaining purchase loans, 
the average of these families had 
spent 14 years tenant farming and 
had moved five times. The aver- 
age family had a net worth of 
. $1,319. Fiveand-a-half years later, 
when paying in full, the average 
net worth was $7,621. These fig- 
’ ures are based upon long-time av- 
erage prices. 

Amounts spent for family living 
and farm operations increased 
from $272 to $665 and from $420 
to $1,124, respectively. Family and 
community living are largely af- 
fected by this progress, Vansant 
said.

IGH over the Atlantic Ocean a 
- four-engined plane droned mo- 

notonously toward England’s 
fog-shrouded shores. 

Aboard the giant aircraft a small 
tow -headed boy, dressed. in hiking 
jacket and ‘overalls, slept fitfully, now 
and then nervously awakening from 
his troubled sleep to stare around, 
obviously trying to remember where 
he was. . 

Each time, the man sharing the 
seat with the boy would smile and 
soothe the child back to rest —- then 
return to his reading. | 

Little did the other passengers 
aboard the.transatlantic plane realize 
the drama being unfolded before 
them. 

On the passenger list 
and boy were identified as 
and Master Brown.” 

In reality they were Robert Mont- 
gomerie-Charrington, British brewery 
heir, and his six-year-old son, Robin. 

Just a few hours earlier the boy 
had been taken from the Warrenton, 
Md., home of his socially prominent 
mother, the former Marsy] Stokes, of 
Newport and Washington. 

Soon after the plane landed out- 
side London, Montgomerie-Charring- 
ton and his son arrived at the father’s 
ancestral castle at Hundson, Hartford- 
shire, and another international cus- 
tody fight was in the making. 

The courts would have to decide 
whether Robin was British or Ameri- 
can; whether he would live with his 
American mother or his’ British 
father; whether he would live in the 
cold austerity of an ancient British 
castie or the warmth and comfort of 
a palatial Maryland estate. 

Robin’s presence in the old castle 
was the chief worry of his mother 
who hurried to England to fight for 
the return of her son. 

Before the mother reached Eng. 
land, however, Robin already had 
been made a ward of a chancery 
court pending further legal proceed. 
ings. 

The distraught mother instructed 
her lawyers to approach her husband 
on a compromise plan which called 
for sharing the boy between them 
‘for the next few years. 

Marsyl, daughter of Sylvanus 
Stokes and Mrs. Henry Drummond 
Wolff, of Washington, Newport and 
London, and sister of Vivi Stokes 
Taylor, feared for her son’s health 
and nourishment while living in the 
old castle unger Britain's tight ra- 
tioning system. 

“They are short of everything in 
England,” she said. 

“One of the main reasqns we 
came to America last January was 
to have plenty of food for Robin. 

“And that castle he’s been living 
in. It’s terrible to think of Robin 
in that drafty old house. It was built 
at the time of Henry the Eighth, has 
no central] heating, and there simply 
isn’t enough coal to keep the stoves 
going. 

“There are lots of servants there, 
but servants can’t take the place of 
coal and food.” 

Marsy! Stokes married her British 
socialite husband in Cairo in 1940 
following a romance which started 
in 1938 when she was one of the few 
American debutantes presented at the 
Court of St. James’s during the am- 
bassadorship of Joseph P. Kennedy. 

Robin was born in England in 
1941 and lived there with his parents 
until their estrangement in January, 
1947, when he went to live with his 
mother at Warrenton. ; 

“TLast December I made the trip to 
America with the express purpose of 
persuading my wife to return to Eng- 
land with my son,” Montgomerie. 
Charrington said. 

“But she was unwilling to leave 
America, and as Robin, being a Brit- 
ish citizen, had originally traveled to 
the United States on my passport, I 
was advised that I was entitled to 
take him back as long as the passport 
was in effect. | 
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“T communicated my Intentions to 
officials in Washington. Then in order 
to avoid embarrassment to anyone, I 
arranged transport at short notice 
and by devious routes.” 

Marsy]l said that her husband flew 
to America for the sole purpose of 
secretly getting her son out of the 
country. 

“He is a hypocrite to say he came 
to get both Robin and me,” she said, 
contending that her husband care. 
fully worked out a scheme to take 
Robin back to England with him du 
ing the busy pre-Christmas period. 

“He knows I was in America with 
Robin.so that he could have food and 
warmth so necessary to his health. 

“T agreed to bury our differences so 
Robin could have a happy Christmas. 

“He took me out to dinner on 
numerous occasions, even though we 
had been apart for a year. Then, after 
T agreed to all his truce ideas, he put 
his own plan into action-—and after 
he had given me his word as an Ar- 
gyle and a Sutherland Highlander.” 

The raven-haired socialite said her 
husband tricked her into going Christ- 
mas shopping for Robin. When she 


returned with toys and other Christ 
mas presents for the boy Marsyl 
found her home empty. 

With Robin’s name on_his pass- 
port, the father had ko difficulty 
eluding his wife’s frantic attempts to 
halt the flight, and within a few 
hours father and son were in Mon- 
treal and safe from any legal action 
his wife might attempt. 

“I will go to any extreme to main- 
tain custody of my son now tkat he 
is with me,” Montgomerie-Charring- 
ton said.

Union League Club of which both he 
and Hayden were members had 
shocked the very proper Mr. Seymour. 

Though it was public knowledge 
that multimillionaire banker Hayden 
had wooed Princess de Braganza for 
years before death intervened in 1937, 
Seymour thought the speculation over 
his half-million dollar gift to her an 
affront to both the financier and the 
lady. He was determined not to ex- 
pose his friend to any like talk. 

On his orders, Beale drew up a 
special codicil to his will instructing 
the executors of his estate to dispose 
of $20,000 as directed in a certain 
letter naming the “secret” beneficiary. 
Both the codicil and letter were 
signed and witnessed by Beale and 
two members of his’firm. The wit- 
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nesses, it is charged, did not see him 
write the name into the letter. 

Not until after his death, Jan. 2, 
1947, did anyone know that Ruth 
Gordon - Duff, attractive widow 
of a British officer, was the 

beneficiary of his secret gift. Sur- 
viving rélatives took the matter to 
court as soon as the will was pro 
bated, demanded and got the name 
of the secret beneficiary. 

Seymour’s brother and two nieces 
immediately began contesting the 
special codicil and the letter as _ in- 
valid. 

Objections were similarly raised 
recently in the case of an aged Flor- 
ida man who gave a $20,000 note pay- 
able “one day.after my death” to a 
woman who acted as his adopted 
daughter and kept house for him. 

The state’s Supreme Court, how- 
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ever, reversed a lower court ruling 
and held it was perfectly proper to 
pay the $20,000 out of the estate of 
Clarence S. Bolender to Daisy Belle 
Cunningham and her husband, Edwin. 

Daisy Belle and Bolender had en- 
tered into the contract originally 
when he was 76 and her husband 
became a party to it two years Tater. 
The high court brushed aside con- 
tentions of attorneys for the execu- 
tors of the estate that the contract 
was contrary to public policy. 

Kven the former Princess de Bra- 
ganza, now Mrs. Lewis Gouverneur 
Morris of New York City, had trouble 
collecting her legacy from the Hay- 
den estate. In spite of being named 
outright in the will and having pub- 
lic standing as a longtime friend of 
the wealthy philanthropist, it took 
her two years tq get the money. 

In the case of Mrs. Gordon-Duff, 
Seymour’s brother, Allen Seymour, 
and nieces Mrs. Martha Keck Clark 
of Coronado, Calif., and Mrs. Mar- 
garet Keck Helmuth of East Hamp- 
ton, L. IL, assert that the special 
codicil to his will is open to doubt 
as a legal means of making the be- 
quest and that the letter did not have 
Ruth's name filled in when it was 
signed and witnessed. 

Seymour met Mrs. Gordon-Duff 
when she sought refuge after the 
war began. After a stroke partially 
paralyzed him in 1944 she was kind 
to him and made the days seem less 
long and tedious by her visits to 
his Park Avenue apartment. 

The aging bachelor was particu- 
larly taken with Mrs. Gordon-Duff’s 
small daughter and to the little girl 
and her mother he signed over some 
$20,000 in annuities before his death. 
The annuities, contend Seymour’s 
surviving relatives, were apprecia- 
tion enough and the other $20,000 
should remain a part of the $150,000 
trust fund left them jointly in the 
original will. 

The late Charley Hayden's friend, 
Princess Braganza, whom the philan- 
thropist hoped to marry, was born 
Anita Stewart, daughter of the Wil- 
liam Rhinelander Stewarts, Sr..

Summed up, the assets made the 
Wheelwtight family one of the 
most prominent, financially and 
socially, in Baltimore at the time 
of the wedding, 1922.

Peggy got her beauty and her 
spirit from her mother, whimsical 
Mary Washington Robinson.

Mary Washington Robinson was 
still dancing when she met, and

The marriage didn’t last. Mary 
divorced Boykin and married John 
Messick Gross, a big man in steel. 

So it was quite appropriate that 
Mary’s daughter picked Bethle- 
hem, Pa., as the place for her 
marriage to young Wheelwright. 


GNES BOYKIN, without bene- 

fit of the courts, took the name 
of Peggy Gross because she ad- 
mired her stepfather more than her 
real father and Peggy was the 
name young Clarence Wheelwright 
liked to call her. 

So Peggy and Clarence, after 
their marriage lived happily—-for 
six months. 

Then, early in the morning of 
Dec. 4, 1923, police sirens split the 
silence of streets in midtown Bal- 
jimore. An ambulance, its bell 
clanging, lumbered along behind 
the squad cars. 

The noisy and ominous proces- 
sion converged on _ fashionable 
Madison street and_  stopned‘ in 
front of No. 10, the massive bvick 
mansion of the Wheelwright 
family. 

Madison street came awake. 

Windows slid open; tousled heads 
of Baltimore’s’ society  leacers, 
male and female, popped out, Rep- 
resentatives of the younger set 
struggled into robes and slippers 
and descended to the street to find 
out what had happened. The older, 
more sedate, citizens sent their 
servants to inquire. 

White-coated ambulance atten- 
dants who had dashed into the 
Wheelwright mansion a few min- 
utes earlier emerged with a heavy 
burden in their stretcher. Curious 
householders and retainers craned ~ 
their necks and saw, above the ' 
blankets, a youthful masculine face, now old and 
gray and distorted with pain. The light from a 
street lamp Hluminated the features for an instant, 
and a startled gasp went up from the neighbors: 

“It’s Clarence!” 

And then: 

“What happened?” 

“He got shot,” was the terse reply of one 
white-jacketed figure, straining to lift the 
stretcher into the ambulance. 

“Who-—who shot him?” 

“Dunno,” the attendant said. ‘“That’s what the 
cops are tryin’ to find out inside,” 

The ambulance chugged away; the little knot 
of the curious unravelled and Madison street went 
home, but not to sleep. 

In Mercy hospital surgeons began a long and 
arduous fight to save the life of the young hus- 
band. In the Wheelwright mansion police detec-

servants. In tnany a fashionable home, coffee 
was brewed at dawn and key figures in the citys 
social life asked one another two questions:

He had no enemies. Elis home life, everyone 
agreed, was still in the happy honeymoon stage. 
He had no business or financial troubles. Cer- 
tainly, his friends agreed, he had no reason to 
shoot himself. 

On the contrary, he had everything to live for. 
Only recently he had decided to carve out a 


It Seemed as Though an Evil Spirit

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business career for himself, turning his back on 
the life of the playboy and the dilettante which 
he could have espoused. 

A short time before the shooting, young 
Wheelwright had gone to work in a.bank at a 
meagre—-for him-—-salary of $50 a week. And it 
hadn't been an idle gesture. Like the other clerks 
he was on the job every week-day; frequently 
stayed after the others had gone home so that he 
could “bone up” on the banking business. 

Detectives and newsPaper reporters posed an- 
other question: 

Was there any connection between the shoot- 
ing of young Wheelwright and the tragic death 
of young Francis Redwood a few months earlier? 

Redwood’s promising life had come to an 
abrupt end in the same room where Clarence 
Wheelwright had been wounded. According to 
evidence produced, the same gun had been used 
on both occasions. The death of Redwood, to be 
reviewed later, had been termed a suicide. 

All sorts of theories; some bordering on the 
fantastic, were advanced and discussed over the 
coffee cups of the fashionable while police kept 
returning to the essential points: 

Who shot Clarence Wheelwright? 

Why would anyone want to shoot him? 

The questions went without answers for 
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several hours while surgeons worked frantically 
in their efforts to save his life. The surgeons won, 
and so did Clarence Watson Wheelwright—-for 
the time being. 

After the crisis had been reached, and passed 
successfully, Mrs. Peggy Wheelwright, the bride 
of six months, said: 

“We had gone to dinner at the Belvedere 
Hotel. Afterwards, we dropped into the Maison 
Dominique (around the corner from the Wheel- 
wright mansion) and walked home, some time 
around 3 o’clock in the morning.” ~ 

Peggy said she was in the bathroom when 
she heard a thud, like the sound made by a 
falling body, in her husband’s room. 

“I knew something was wrong and rushed 
into his room. There I saw him on the floor and 
I rushed to him. What he said I do not Know. 
I was too excited to remember.” 

Had there been a quarrel? 

“Certainly not,” Mrs. Wheelwright said. “Our 
relations were of the best. 

“The pistol—I saw that at his side, and I knew 
he had shot himself. I called my maid, Orthia 
Snyder, my attendant since my childhood. We 
called the police immediately. 

Had Clarence been drinking? 


“Clarence had been drinking, yes. Heavily.

I suppose that is what caused him to shoot him- 
self. He never seemed to show any disposition 
to commit suicide.” 

Meantime, the doctors had discovered that a 
heavy-caliber bullet had entered. young Wheel- 
wright’s abdomen, leaving powder burns on the . 
skin; meaning, of course, the weapon had been 
discharged at close range. 

A man bent on self-destruction seldom shoots 
himself in the abdomen because of the pain and, 
usually, the long hours of agony preceding death, 
in the event death occurs, reporters reasoned. 


HE same reporters had more theories later 

when it was discovered that the same bullet, 
emerging from Clarence Wheelwright’s back, had 
penetrated his left wrist. Obviously, he must have 
had the left arm behind his back when the shot 
was fired. 

Came more confusion, while Wheelwright was 
fighting for the right to live. Mrs. Wheelwright 
inferred to reporters that her husband had 
planned to die; an inference supported by the 
Rev. Dr. Hugh Birckhead who had gone to the 
house a few minutes after the shooting. ~ 

When Wheelwright regained consciousness, the 
theories changed. He, the man deeply concerned, 
gave his version of the affair. 

He had not shot himself, intentionally. What 
had happened, he was careful to explain, was that 
he kept a .45 caliber pistol on or near his person 
in the event of an encounter with a burglar or 
a holdup man. 

On the night, or the morning, of the shooting 
he was crossing the bedroom in order to deposit 
the pistol on the night table. Apparently, accord- 
ing to his story, he had cocked the weapon and 
it was discharged when he slipped on a throw 
rug. In falling, he said, he must have thrown 
his left hand behind him, explaining the wound in 
the wrist. : 

The blue steel pistol, it developed,- had played 
a part in a tragedy in the same room eight 
months earlier. 


N APRIL 5, 1923, Francis mores home o 
vacation from the fashionable Hill School, 
went to the Wheelwright home arid asked for the 
Wheelwright brothers, Clarence and Jere. They 
were absent but the maid admitted him to the 
room where Clarence was to shoot himself later. 

The 18-year-old Redwood found the .45 caliber 
pistol and spent some time, apparently, brooding 
over the shadow of death that seemed to haunt 
his family. His father had been killed in a rail- 
road wreck. His brother, George, for whom Bal- 
timore named a street in the financial district, 
had died in battle near Cantigny. 

Young Francis Redwood completed the tragic 
trinity. He killed himself with a single shot 
through the head. 

Unlike him, Clarence Wheelwright: didn’t die 
from his self-inflicted wound, but it hastened the 
destruction of his romance—and_ contributed, 
eventually, to his physical collapse. 

After’ his partial recovery, he and Peggy left 
Baltimore. In July, 1927, she divorced him. 

Two years later Clarence Wheelwright married 
Martha C. Chalfant, socially prominent in Pitts- 
burgh, capital of steel, and York Harbor, Maine. 

He took his bride to the ill-starred Wheel- 
wright mansion on Madison Street. Three chil- 
dren were born and friends of his settled. back, 
secure in the belief that “this one will last.” 

It did, for a while. And then, for reasons 
never made public, Martha Wheelwright left him 
and got a divorce. 


e 
LARENCE WHEELWRIGHT fell ill and was 
persuaded to close up the Madison Street 

mansion and take an apartment near by. 

“I'll only be here a little while,” he said. “A 
temvorary vacation, you might say.” 

It was a vacation that was to last eight years, 
all of which_time he spent in bed, a 
hopeless invalid. Death came to him 
at the age of 44 in March of 1946. 
The following December, Mrs. Martha 
Chalfant Wheelwright married again-— 
this time to Henry B. Thompson, Jr., 
a graduate of Princeton, Clarence 

Wheelwright’s alma mater. They made their home 

in New York. 

What happened to Peggy Gross Wheelwright?

LMOST any day, this winter, 
you may find in your mail box 
at home or on your desk in 


your office a confidential letter tell- 
ing you how to make quickly and 
easily, cash in hand, $150,000. 

Others, in the little towns and the 
big ones, coast to coast, are receiving 
such letters. Many of them, believing 
the persuasive messages and doing 
what they are asked to do, are losing 
their life savings. 

The Spanish: Prisoner Swindle is 
alive again. A new kink here and 
there has been added to an old decep- 
tion. The Post Office Department 
once more must cope with a bold 
fraud which postal chiefs long ago 
thought never could be revived. 

However, today, international 
swindlers are taking $600,000 a year 
away from Americans who have been 
led to believe in a letter from a corre- 
spondent they had never heard of. 

The scheme ts a variation of one 
that is centuries old. It is called the 
Spanish Prisoner Swindle because it 
began when letters used to go from 
Spain to England, offering British 
residents great rewards if they would 
invest a little money and help release 
a Spanish prisoner who had buried a 
chest full of gold coin and jewels. 

Now, the swindlers are writing 
from Mexico. As their predecessors 
did, they ask you to put up a sizable 
sum to free an innocent man from 
prison and aid his anguished young 
daughter. They add, writing under 
this imaginary prisoner’s’ name, that 
your financial help will be repaid 
$150,000 for your $8,300 investment. 

Here, in part, is the letter that is 
being mailed from Mexico to selected 
lists of Americans, with forged docu- 
ments and fraudulent newspaper clip- 
pings attached: 

“Senor: 

“A person who knows you and 
who has spoken highly about you has 
made me to trust you with a very 
delicate matter on which depends the 
entire future of my dear daughter as 
well as my very existence. 

“I am in prison sentenced: for 
bankruptcy and I wish to know if you 
are willing to help me to save the 
sum of $375,000 U. S. currency which 
I have in bank bills hidden in a secret 
compartment of a trunk that is now 
deposited in a Custom House in the 
a 2 A. 

“Here is the matter: I was a bank- 
er in Vera Cruz...I made specula- 
tions .. . I sought refuge abroad... 
I placed the cash in the very secret 
compartment of a trunk and in the 
company of my only daughter, 18 
years old, I left to seek refuge .in 
North America. 

“As a measure of precaution I had 
the trunk checked at Tampico to a 
Custom House in the United States. I 
secured its baggage check and se- 
creted it in a secret compartment of a 
suitcase before I left for the border. 
3ut when I reached the border, Mexi 
can police arrested me. 

“Upon my arrest, my _ suitcases 
were registered, tied and sealed in 
my presence, but happily the secret 
was not discovered. No baggage check 
was found on me and my trunk went 
to its destination in North America, 
where it is stored at present, to be 
taken out of the Custom. House the 
day someone goes there with the 
corresponding baggage check.” 

The letter then says this poor man 
was taken to Mexico City and sen- 
tenced to three years in prison, but 
still worse would lose claim to all his 
belongings in 30 days if he did not 
pay a fine and the costs of trial. 

What he needs, he says, is $8,300. 

Stating this need, he says, “I im- 
plore you (for myself) and because 
by complying with my request you 
would save the future of this inno- 
cent child, my daughter, over whose 
misfortunes I have cried ever since 
we were separated and she was placed

»in a public boarding school in the 


outskirts of this city.” 

At the end of the letter the “pris- 
oner” offers payment for the favor. 

“Hidden with the baggage check,” 
he says, “is also a bank check for $25,- 
000 payable on demand to the bearer 
at a Texas bank, which you may have. 
When my daughter accompanies you 
to the Custom House, you may keep 
one-third of the contents of the trunk. 
Your share would be $125,000. 

“The brother-in-law of the prison 
guard will meet you at the airport. 
Brihg all the documents I enclage and 
the money in U. Secttrrency. He will 
exchange them for the baggage check 
and the bank check.” 

The man who received this par- 
ticular letter, a New York industrial- 
ist, was only one of many who have 
flown down to Mexico, registered at 
Mexico City hotels, and have paid 
$8,300 for nothing. 

Between 10,000 and 15,000 of these 
letters, almost identical except for 
the signature, are being received in 
this country each month from Mex- 
‘ico. Under assumed names, the 
swindlers are continually obtaining 
new lists of addresses -in the>U. S. 

A professor in an eastern univer- 
sity received one of the letters and 
showed it to his associates who were 
impressed enough.to form a pool to 
raise the required sum. 

En route to Mexico with the cash, 
the professor stopped off at New 
Orleans to call on a lawver friend. 
“Hold on.” the lawyer said. “You’d 
be a sucker to fall for that. The Post 
Office Department has warned us 
that it has been resurrected.” 

An average of three persons a 
week are taking their money down 
south of the berder. Some, who have 
final'y grown suspicious on arrival, 
have been assaulted and robbed. 

Other recipients of the 'etters spot 
them at once as fraudulent and many 
letters, thus, reach the Inspector Serv- 
ice of the Post Office Department. 

Yet prosecution is almost impos- 
sible. Once, greed did overcome two 
of the crooks and as they pursued a 
victim north of the border, they were 
arrested. Under American law, they 
were sent to prison for six years. But 
it is impossible to extradite the trick- 
sters from Mexico to this country. 

In this country you can be safe 
from them only if you stay alert. If 
you receive a letter from that poor 
“prisoner,” don’t hurry to your bank. 
Take it to your postal authorities.

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Two Recently Developed Salves Promise to 
Be of Great Help in the Home Treatment 
of Painful Burns and Irritations

EDICAL research, especially 
by Army and Navy medica! 
departments, has provided 
new treatments for burns, which are 
far better than those used previously. 

Certain new ointments and other 
preparations give promise of becom 
ing home remedies. The treatment 
of burns has also been made simpler 
and more dependable. 

“During peacetime 83 per cent of 
all burns occur at home, 10 per cent 
in industry and seven per cent in 
public accidents,” Dr. Donald W. Me 
Collum of Harvard University has 
shown. Grownup persons and even 
children should be told what to do 
and what not to do when burned. 

Authorities make it clear that any 
extensive or severe burns should be 
treated by a competent physician. If 
the area of the body which is burned 
is more than 10 per cent, the patient 
should be hospitalized, according to 
experts. 

Dr. H. L. *Romence, of Detroit, 
estimates that the surface of one arm 
covers about one-tenth of the body 
area; two arms 18 per cent, both legs 
38 per cent, back 18 per cent, head 
about 6 per cent. . 

If one is burned at home some 
thing needs to be done immediately, 
even when it is necessary to call the 
doctor or to send the injured person 
to the hospital. 

Whether at home or in hospital. 
burn treatment is not always easy 
The treatment should aim at recovery 
from shock, allaying of pain, preven 
tion of infection, speeding up of 
healing and as much avoidance as 
possible of unsightly scars Much 
remains to be done in order to reach 
this goal.

thorities, including Dr. McCollum and 
Drs. Roy D. McClure and Conrad RK 
Lam of the Henry Ford Hospital, 
Detroit, prescribe simple treatments 
as the first measure. 

The burned area, if the burns are 
not too extensive, should be washed 
under running water, with mild soap, 
but not with anything irritating. If 
running water is not available, no 
washing should be done. 

Dr. McCollum says that after 
such washing the burn should be 
covered with a paste of sodium bi- 
carbonate and water, then wrapped 
in sterile gauze. or any thoroughly 
clean cloth. e 

If the burns are extensive and 
deep, clothing should be removed, but 
no washing and cleaning should be 
done. The injured parts should be 
covered with sterile or clean cloths 
soaked in a warm solution of sodium 
bicarbonate, over which dry cloths 
are to be _securely wrapped. . The 
patient then needs to be treated by a 
doctor. 

Soothing ointments of all sorts 
have been made and used. But Drs. 
McClure and Lam say that simple 
petrolatum jelly (or paraffin, vase- 
line, cosmolin, petroleum jelly) is all 
that is needed for soothing pain. 

In any case tannic acid should 
never be used in any form, whether 
in an ointment or as solution or as 
boiled tea water. 

A 5 per cent boric acid ointment 
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is an old preparation for burns. 
new investigation has shown 
may cause trouble 

Drs. Carl C. Pfeiffer, L. F. Hall 
man and Isidore Gersh, of the Naval 
Med@écal Research Institute, have 
found that boric acid ointment, if 
applied repeatedly, can produce in 
jury to internal organs 

A new treatment has been tried 
out, and found to be very helpful, 
by Prof. A. C. Ivy, of the University 
of Illinois Medical College, and Dr. 
R. A. Roback of Chicago. It is the 
use of a “medicated pliable gelatin 
film” prepared by the Griffiths Lab- 
oratories of Chicago, and named 
Sulfagel. 

Some of the film is melted and 
poured over the wound. The unmelted 
part of the film is then applied and 
over it is placed a firm dressing. The 
gelatin, a non-allergic protein sub- 
stance, is combined with sulfathiazole 
and potassium iodide and glycerine. 
The Chicago investigators found it 
aids healing. 

Dr. Clyde H. Chase of the depart- 
ment of medicine at Harper Hospital, 
Detroit, has prepared a new kind of 
“tissue extract ointment,” madé from 
beef aortas (heart blood vessels), 
mixed with some antiseptics and 
antibiotics. Used as ointment or even 
as spray, the new substance (pre- 
pared for experimental treatments by

Wilson Laboratories, Chicago) ap- 
pears to be a big help in wound 
healing. Some 500 patients were 
treated, so that they did not have to 
be hospitalized. 

Two ointments, however, are out 


of the experimental stages and avail-’ 


able for general use. One of these 
has been prepared by Prof. Frank O. 
Combes, of New York University and 
Bellevue Hospital, with Drs. Morris 
Reschke and Rose B. Saperstein. For 
public use it is being made by the 
Chatham Pharmaceuticals: Inc., of 
Newark, N. J., under the name of 
Ultracain. 

The New York doctors have 
treated only such cases as need no 
hospitalization. The chief advantage 
of the ointment, according to these 
physicians, is that it allays the pain 
of burns readily, because it contains 
some analgesic, or soothing chemicals. 

One girl had scalded her arm with 
boiling water, suffering a deep and 
painful burn over a three-inch area. 
She couldn’t use the injured arm and 


couldn't sleep. After application of 
the Combes ointment dressing, the 
relief of pain was prompt. She was 
cured in six days. Another girl had 
her foot burned severely. She had 
not improved with other salves. 
The new ointment was used; she was 
completely healed in two weeks. 

A little boy had his _ fingers 
charred, a man had his thumb 
desperately burned on a radiator; 
they were both healed under the treat- 
ment. In 100 cases, 66 with burns 
and the rest with hard-to-heal ulcers, 
there were only four who seemed to 
develop sensitivity to the ointment. 
A patch test applied to the normal 
part of the skin can show whether 
or not the ointment would cause un- 
favorable reaction. 

Pain itself—one form of which is 
itching—prevents healing of burns 
and other wounds, according to many 
medical authorities. | 

Soothing ointments will continue 
to be improved to allay pain and 
hasten healing.

Working with distraught fam- 
ilies, she obtains clues before making 
frequent extensive trips. Her only 
compensation for reuniting loved 
ones is the satisfaction of performing 
a vital public service. 

Her success is all the more amaz- 
ing considering the tiny clues she has 
to start with in many cases. 

“I ordered my wife out of our 
house during a moment of anger 
three months ago,” a young father 
told her. “We quarreled over our bud- 
get. Ruth disappeared out-of our 
lives. Bobby and Betty, our young- 
sters, constantly ask me when Mom- 
my will be coming home. Every in- 
vestigator I’ve hired has failed.” 

Mrs. Bailey accepted the _ chal- 
lenge. Since the man and his wife 
were Finnish, she wrote to Finnish 
Societies, consuls and churches. 

As with all cases, she sent inquir- 
ies to police headquarters in localities 
where the husband imagined his wife 
might be staying. She wrote fire de- 
partments, social agen- 
cies, YWCAs, _§ sheriffs, 
public libraries, doctors, 
hospitals, the Red Cross, 
Salvation Army, editors 
of city and town direc- 
ijories and phone books. 

Within four weeks the 
missing wife was located 
working as a secretary 
in a Detroit automobile 
plant. 

Mrs. Bailey boarded a 
train in Boston — where 
she makes her headquar- 
ters.-to plead with the 
woman to return home. 

At first the woman 
was indignant. But when 
Mrs. Bailey explained 
that her husband and 
children were miserable 
without her and _ that 
they were praying for 
her return, tears filled 
her eyes.

said. “I’ve 
see them so 
much, but I was afraid 
they hated me. My husband said I 
was a failure as a homemaker, so | 
thought they were better off without 
me. But if they really want me, I'll 
go home.” 

Born into a wealthy Ontario, Can- 
ada, family, the former Eva Steven- 
son would, never have to work a day 
in her life if she hadn’t wanted to. 

Yet she turned her back on riches, 
married a struggling Salvation Army 
minister cnt Edward Bailey. She 
went through Collegiate Institute 
and the Salvation Army Training 
College in Toronto, graduated and 
became a Salvation Army minister. 

The Baileys began their accepted 
ministerial work together in the wilds 
of Northern Canada. Later they ac- 
cepted pastoral work in Ohio, New 
Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Connecticut and New Hampshire, be- 
fore going to Boston, where she set 
up her missing persons bureau.

help running away. “They have a 
touch of escapism, a mild sort of 
mania, They are persons in all walks 
of life, too. But generally it’s a fam 
ily tragedy that accounts for most 
missing persons.” 

Once a Canadian Army chaplain 
wrote asking for help in locating his 
sister missing more than 25 years. 

“Sis and I were orphaned when 
she was four and I seven,” he wrote. 
“Our parents died within three days 
of each other during an epidemic 
Friends in different parts of Canada 
adopted us. We were separated by 
thousands of miles. I’ve never seen 
Sis since. All efforts have failed in 
locating her.”’ 

Because the girl’s name had an 
unusual French spelling, Mrs. Bailey 
wrote families with the same name 
listed in directories throughout the 
United States and Canada.

Replies afforded her clues. One 
woman wrote that she knew the girl, 
but hadn’t seen her in two years. 
However, she disclosed the girl’s for- 
mer employment address. 

“It was easy after that,” says Mrs. 
Bailey. “I was able to locate . her 
through work records within a week. 
The girl was overjoyed to learn the 
whereabouts of her brother.” 

Mrs. Bailey rarely takes off from 
her hobby, and frequently works late 
into the night after her 
chores are done. 

How does Mrs. Bailey -find peo 
ple missing in Europe, Asia, South 
Seas, the Americas? She solicits 
the aid of Salvation Army workers 
in countries-throughout the world. 

Sometimes Mrs. Bailey has come 
very near finding a missing person, 
and then stops before the end. 

In such instances, replies to in- 
quiries warn her in advance that 
heartache could only result by bring-

ing back certain long-lost loved ones. 

In one case, a devoted and respect- 
able husband and his children would 
have been disgraced and crushed if 
the missing mother were located. 

Mrs. Bailey closed her books on 
the case when clues disclosed that the 
woman had become disreputable. 

Mrs. Bailey had a happy inspira- 
tion when a request came from Pal- 
estine that she try to locate a Ger- 
man-Jewish physician, who had come 
to the United States. 

If the doctor were here, she rea- 
soned, he would probably have taken 
examinations to practice in America. 
But a search ruled out this clue. Then 
she thought he might be working as 
assistant in some hospital. 

Hundreds of form letters were 
sent out by her to hospitals and doc- 
tors. The missing physician was lo- 
cated in six weeks, employed in a 
Brooklyn hospital laboratory. 

Mrs. Bailey’s work involves much 
correspondence with people of many 
different races and lands. She shoul- 
ders all expenses, and some even for- 
get to send their thanks.

raged public opinion that their suffering will not 
have been in vain. 

Until Saguaro was driven into such a frenzy 
of pain by being shot in the flanks with rock salt 
that he dashed into a fence at the Laurel race 
track one morning last November, broke his leg 
and had to be shot, the vast majority of horse- 
lovers wouldn't believe that such shocking cruelty 
was practiced on a beautiful race horse, just to 
break the poor uncomprehending creature of the 
fault of slow starting. 

Until the equally revolting case involving the 
blood-congealing punishment administered to 
Duke O’Balu with a chain at Havre de Grace last 
May was exposed in all its sordidness by a fear- 
less and honest Racing Commissioner, the word 
“chaining” was something that was whispered by 
the’ few who knew of the inhuman practice, but 
the existence of such a practice wasn’t even sus- 
pected by the average race-goer. 


OW that the worst has been told and lax racing 

officials everywhere have been put on their 
*guard to prevent similar practices lest racing laws 
be repealed in a tidal wave of public indignation, 
sadists posing as sportsmen must either mend 
their ways or prepare to follow into exile the 
brutes involved in the two Maryland cases. 

THose familiar with what goes on back in the 
stable area of race tracks where the ordinary fan 
seldom ventures (and is treated as an intruder 
when he does) are hardened to such cruel practices 
as chaining and shooting, employed by certain 
trainers to get the last burst of speed out of a 
horse and thus win bets and purses. 

These crue! methods have been employed for 
generations but it is only by accident that the 
public ever hears about them, so well are they 
covered up by the “one for all and all for one” 


fraternity of the turf. 
The theory behind the unspeakable practice 
of beating a race horse with a chain is that, after 
- he has had a taste of it, he always associates the 
jangling of chains with the maddening pain he 
had to suffer in the privacy of his stalls while 
the trainer or his groom brought the steel links 
down on his back with cruel force. 

Hearing such a noise, he will put forth his best 
speed trying to escape similar punishment. Thus 
a jockey with a few links concealed about him 
which he can discard after the race, needs only 
to rattle them in the horse’s ear to get more 
speed out of him. One well-known trainer is a 
notorious chainer. 


HE shotgun treatment is reserved for horses 
which are habitually slow at getting away from 


the barrier. A trainer who stoops to such’ prac- 
tices gets a shotgun, and posts himself far enough 
behind the starting gate so that the poor creature 
won't get gun powder’ burns on his flanks which 
would betray his tormentor if there was a probe. 
Then, as the starting gate is sprung open, the 
trainer fires the gun at the horse’s hindquarters. 
Frightened by the explosion and stung by the rock 
salt driven at him with enough force to penetrate 
the hide, the maddened beast takes off like a 
rocket plane in an effort to escape the torturer. 
Thereafter, claim the debased minds which 
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discovered this method of improving the speed, 
the horse, associating the opening of the starting 
stall gates with the shotgun blast and the resul 
tant agony, will burst out of the gate without a 
moment's delay. 

Of course, it takes more than one shot to im- 
press some horses who are dumber than others: 

Some trainers become expert marksmen after 
a while and can pick the spots they want to pepper 
with rock salt. : 

~ Saguaro, the martyr of Laurel, must have been 
a dumb horse and his owner, Frank Buehler, a 
contractor living in Upper Marlboro, Md., couldn't 
have been such a good shot. Anyway, Buehler 
did an awfully botched job with the shots heard 
‘round the racing werld. 

Moose Peters, a former jockey engaged by 
Buehler to train Saguaro, is reported to have 
Suggested the shotgun treatment to break the 
horse of his habit of breaking slowly. One morn- 
ing last November, a milkman, driving past the 
Laurel track at daybreak, heard a lot of scuffling 
and commotion and stopped to watch several men 
Struggling with a frightened race horse. 

The milkman’s blood curdled like cream during 
a thunderstorm as he saw one of the men kick 
the horse while another tied-qa rope around his 
lower jaw and dragged the whinnying beast into 
the starting stall. 

Then, to his amazement the witness heard a 
shotgun report and saw the horse bolt from the 
Starting stall, with a bag of sand tied to his 
saddle, race frantically around the track and, 
finally, dash for his barn. This, it turned out, 
was Saguaro, getting one of his lessons in starting. 


HAT same morning, before the milkman had 

happened along a jockey named Don Fay who 
had been hired to ride Saguaro, was shot in the 
leg with rock salt intended for Saguaro and was 
dismissed for the day with a 
magnanimously tendered by Sportsman Buehler 
who told him to go and get a cup of coffee. Later 
Bueh'er paid Fay $50 more “to forget about it.” 

The next morning, Saguaro’s lessons were re- 
sumed at sunrise—the traditional hour for being 
shot. Buehler, it was testified under oath later 
at the Maryland Racing Commission's hearing, 
handled the shotgun. Peters, the trainer, stood 
near the starting gate and, after signalling the 
marksman to draw his bead, clanged a bell. 

The noise was drowned out by the blast from 
the shotgun and Saguaro, soon to be delivered 
forever from cruel clutches of the two-legged 
beasts with which his unhappy world was in 
fested, plunged out of the gate crazed by fright 
and pain, blood pouring from a wound in fis 
flank and dashed blindly into a fence. 

The impact snapped off one of his hoofs—-the 
one which had been denerved in an operation de. 
signed to kill the pain of a permanently injured 
hoof. 

Unfartunately for the poor horse, it also kills 
the bone in time and then one day the decayed 
hoof caves in under the weight and sloughs off, 
just as Saguaro’s did. 

Chances are that, if Saguaro’s hoof hadn't 
snapped off, automatically sentencing him to 


death, the infamous: shotgun method of schooling | 


race horses would have continued with tke com- 
plete approval, or.at worst, the tacit tolerance of 
racing officials. 


UT there were witnesses whose stomachs turned 

at what they saw before a bullet put a merci- 
ful end to Saguaro’s sufferings and so this story 
of unspeakable cruelty landed on the front pages. 

The Maryland Racing Commission, under fire 
for failing to press criminal prosecution against 
two other horsemen caught chaining Duke O’Balu 
at the Havre de Grace track the previous May, 
acted quickly, hoping to allay the rising storm of 
public indignation created by newspaper stories 
of the shotgun case. 

After hearing the revolting testimony from 
witnesses and getting an admission under oath 
from Buehler that he had discharged the shotgun 
toward Saguaro, at a signal from Peters, his 
trainer, the Commission set down both men for 
life. 

Buehler’s feeble excuse was that he hadn't in- 
tended to aim the gun at the horse and that he 
used rock: salt only to make a louder explosion. 
Dr. Thomas A. Ladson, a veterinary who probed 
the “wound in Saguaro’s rump, displayed four 
large pebbles he had extracted from deep in the 
flesh. 

When the Commission failed to press criminal 
action, the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals brought the pair to trial in police 
court at Ferndale, Md. ‘They had simultaneous 
hearings on two charges— cruelty to animals and 
“willfully and maliciously interfering with a 
horse used for racing,” which is a felony and sub- 
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ten-dollar  bilt° 


ject to possible Grand Jury action. 

Magistrate David B. Bunker ruled that there 
was insufficient evidence to hold the defendants 
for the Grand Jury and dismissed the felony 
charge, but he found them guilty of “torturous 
cruelty” to Saguaro, despite Buehler’s testimony 
that the shooting_was an accident. 

Buehler, whom the magistrate characterized as 
“the guiding mind” in the outrage, was fined $250 
and costs. Peters was assessed for costs and. 
fined $200. 


EORGE P. MAHONEY was chairman of the 
Maryland Commission last April when the 

chaining case was uncovered by J. F. Flanagan, 
one of his alert stewards. A crusader against dop- 
ing, “nerving,” and all other forms of cruelty to 
animals, and a genuine horse-lover, Mahoney 
instituted steps to have the two miscreants in this 
case prosecuted criminally. 

Steward Flanagan’s report stated that Walter 
Puller, a groom, and M. E. Gilbert, Jr., owner of 
the horse, beat him with a chain in the receiving 
barn at Havre de Grace. 

The case was booked; to come up for trial in 
Harford County Magistrate’s Court at Bel Air, 
Md., in mid-July. Meantime, M2honey’s term of 
office had expired and Govefnor W. Peston Lane 
had failed to reappoint him,despite the sweeping 
reforms he had instituted In Marviand racing for 
the benefit of the average horse player. 

The Blue Bloods who control racing in the Free 
State hate Mahoney with the intensity they re- 
serve for people who step on their privileged toes. 

Until he came along, such practices as “doping” 
were hushed up. “It hurts the game to talk of 
such things,” said the breed improvers, closing 
their eyes to practices of that nature. 

The extent to which this element fhfluenced 
Governor-elect Lane was demonstrated, to the 
Governor’s eventual disadvantage, when Lane 
chose the very day the Maryland chairman was 
appearing before the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Racing Commissions in the 
Middle West pleading for the nationalization of 
his racing reform program, on which to announce 
that Mahoney was to be replaced on the Maryland 
Racing Commission. 

Lane’s act in thus needlessly, and perhaps de- 
liberately, humiliating an honest public official 
who had courageously performed a service to the 
State of Maryland, boomeranged quickly and 
brought,;a storm of newspaper criticism. 

When Mahoney went out of office, the new 
Commission was dedicated to a program of un- 
doing as much of his work as it dared to. No 
longer an official of the State of. Marvlard after 
July Ist, Mahoney couldn't prosecute the chaining 
case. It was now the duty of the new Commission 
to carry on. 

But when the Bel Air Magistrate’s Court noti- 
fied the racing officials that the case was coming 
up and requested that the state’s witnesses be 
produced, the Commission-didn’t even acknowiedge 
receipt of the notice. 


’TER a postponement, to give the Commission 
another chance, the case was dismissed be- 
cause no one representing the Commission showed 
up on the second date, either. 
This action could have been interpreted by 
the chain and shotgun boys as a signal that, with 
Mahoney out of the way, the coast was clear 


again. At any rate, things began to ease up. 


Some of Mahoney’s reforms were brushed aside. 

Then came the infamous shotgun case like a 
chicken coming home to roost, and the Maryland 
Racing Commission snapped into action so fast, 
in a face-saving move, that you’d swear it was 
into their hindquarters, not Saguaro’s, that Rock 
Salt Buehler, the Rapid Breed Improver, had fired 
his charge heard ’round the world! 

To counteract a tidal wave of press criticism, 
H. Courtenay Jennifer, a member of the Commis- 
sion, rushed into print with the self-contradicting 
claims that the chaining case was Mahoney’s 
baby and that he should have followed it up; that 
it wasn’t a chaining case anyway, and besides, the 
two offenders ,had been set down for life for 
chaining by his Commission, so what? 

After official documents were produced which 
refuted Jennifer’s contradictory claims and an 
official photograph of Duke O’Balu’s rump had 
been printed in the newspapers, Showing two con- 
nected link-shaped welts that only a chain could 
have caused, Commissioner Jennifer decided that 
perhaps silence was never more golden than when 
substituted for brassy mumbo jumbo. 

Maybe the Maryland Racing Commission, in- 
stead of trying to undo the reforms of a sincere 
lover of horses, will now devote its efforts to 
purging the so-called Sport of Kings of the nu- 
merous knaves who infest it in the Free State and, 
with their. inhuman treatment of the dumb ani- 
mals, threaten to wipe racing off the map.

OSEPH ISRAELS, ex-war corre- 

spondent and New York City 

publicist, wanted his $125-a-month 
apartment back. His ex-wife, artist- 
writer Aileen Platt, had it. She'd 
changed the lock on the door and she 
wouldn't get out. 

Israels’ desire wasn’t surprising in 
the present housing shortage. But 
the means he employed in his unsuc- 
cessful attempt to achieve his end 
was. He charged that Aileen was a 
“squatter and intruder.” 

There was a time, dating from the 
parly settlement of America right up 
to the turn of the century, when 
squatting was a common cause of 
court controversy. Now, however, 
legal restrictions on squatting have 
made this old procedure so unreliable 
that cases involving it do not often 
get into court. | 

Aileen’s and Israels’ trouble began 
in 1943. They’d been living together 
in their New. York apartment since 
1936, three years after their marriage. 
Then Israels entered war service and 
went abroad. In June, 1946, Aileen 
got a Reno divorce, but continued to 
live in her ex-husband’s apartment. 

Israels married Ilka Windsch, 
Vienna movie starlet, in September 
of the same year and told his former

wife he’d like the apartment for him- 
self and his new bride. Aileen said no. 

So* Israels brought suit for evic- 
tion, charging Aileen with being a 
plain, old-fashioned squatter. A jury 
decreed she was neither squatter nor 
intruder. She kept the apartment. 

The dictionary defines a squatter 
as “a person who settles on public or 
new lands without any title.” In its 
broader meaning the term includes 
those who settle on somebody else’s 
property, old or new. 

In early colonial days squatters 
were legion, and if they squatted long 
enough they often won title to their 
squatting site. The law then stipu- 
lated that uninf®rrupted possession of 
someone else’s land for 60 years auto- 
matically constituted ownership. 

In 1684 King Charles decreed that 
squatters in Virginia must pay an 
annual land rent, in coin or tobacco, 
of one shilling per 100 acres. 

The Middle West of the 1830s was 
largely settled by squatters. Four 
entire counties of northwestern 
Indiana were squatter-settled. It is 
estimated that twothirds of I[llincis’ 
entire population were squatters, and 
“that there were more than 30,000 
squatters as far west as Iowa. 

Chicago’s most famous squatter 
case was the so-called “Battle of 
Streeterville,” which centered on 200 
acres of Gold Coast ‘property. 

It began in 1886, when the Reutan, 

a steamboat owned by Capt. George 
.W. Streeter, went aground 400 feet 
east of the Chicago shoreline just 
outside of the mouth of the Chicago 
River. It lasted 40 years. 

Captain Streeter, a rugged veteran 
of Sherman’s march to the sea, de- 
cided to settle down on his wrecked 
ship. In time, dumped rubbish and 
shifting sand filled in around the 
Reutan until it was connected by land 
to the former shofeline. _. 

In 1892 Streeter had a government 
survey made and named his new 

domain “The District of Lake Mich- 
igan."" He sold lots on it. In 1895 
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“Ma” Streeter, Wife of Chicago's Most Famous Squatter, 
Sailed Her Houseboat to the Foot of Grand Avenue and, 
Armed With a Shotgun, Defied the Police 
to Come and Get Her. 


the lot owners, led by Streeter, 
adopted a “Declaration of Independ- 
ence,”’ declared themselves a federal 
district and hoisted the U. S. flag. 

Soon after, 500 Chicago police 
on the squatters’ haven, 
tore down the flag and, in the words 
of Streeter, “destroyed the _ court- 
house.” In 1904 Streeter was sent to 
prison for killing a hired thug in a 
gun duel. He served a year. 

In 1915 Chicago ordered 
closed on Sunday. Streeter 
the edict and the thirsty made 
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saloons 
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small realm a mecca. ‘The police 
raided him again and in the ensuing 
battle he was shot in the head, every 
building was burned and Streeter fled 
to Kast Chicago, Ind. 

In 1921 Streeter died 
buried wearing a top hat. 
“Ma” Streeter, carried on the battle. 
She sailed her houseboat to the foot 
of Grand Avenue and, shetgun in 
hand, dared the police to come and 
get her. 

In 1925 a 
marriage to 
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having had an undivorced wife’at the 
time of their wedding. The same 
year she was ejected from her house- 
boat, which was towed out in the lake 
and sunk. She died in 1928 in a hos- 
pital charity ward. 

Washington, D. C., had a mass 
squatter problem in 1932, when 20,000 
World War I veterans marched on 
the city with the intention of staying 
there until their bonus was paid. 
They built hundreds of squatter 
shacks on Anacostia Flats. 

When the bonus payment was 
defeated in Congress most of them 
stayed ofi, refusing to leave. After 
several clashes with police, they were 
forcibly evicted by Army troops ina 
tragic conflict that took two veterans’ 
lives and injured many wore. 

During the depression years of 
the 1930s numerous squatters took 
possession of New York City land, 
particularly in Central Park and on 
Riverside Drive. There were 112 
houseboat squatters at Port Washing- 
ton Beach. 

One enterprising group lodged ina 
nine-story empty warehouse, enter- 
ing, like cliff dwellers, by means of 
a rope leading to a_ second-story 
window. 

When it comes to squatting with 
relatives, there are two sides to the 
question. In 1934 a young married 
couple was arrested for, squatting in 
a relative’s bungalow at Far Rock- 
away, N. Y., for three weeks, On 
the other hand, a Newark, N. J., resi- 
dent who invited his mother-in-law, 
sister-in-law and Her baby for a visit 
to his apartment in 1944 couldn’t get 
a dispossess order when they over- 
stayed their welcome. “Move some- 
where else,” the court told him. 

The old assumption that you can 
walk in any empty house, stay there 
long enough and then claim squatter’s 
rights and ownership was never more 
false than it is today. For instance, 
nowadays in New York State you 
must have a “color of title”-—a rea- 
sonable belief you are entitled to legal 
ownership — before your squatter’s 
rights will even be considered.

N THE old Hotel Metropole, in New 
York, on the early morning of July 
16, 1912, a messenger tapped stocky 

Herman Rosenthal, gambler, on the 
arm. Outside, in a long, gray car, 
four murderers waited for him. 

“T’ll be back directly,” said Rosen- 
thal to his friends, and he strode 
through the lobby. 

He returned neither directly nor 
ever. Gunfire from the gray car 
riddled him on the sidewalk near 
Broadway and 43rd Street, and the 
most spectacular gambling - murder 
case in New York’s history began. 

It ended only the other day. The 
last of its engaging mysteries is over. 
Baldy Jack Rose came for the last 
time to public notice. It was Baldy 
Jack’s testimeny which sent four-gang- 
sters and a police lieutenant to the 
electric chair for Rosenthal’s killing. 

Now, 35 years after Baldy Jack 
turned state’s evidence, the extraor- 
dinary pattern of his life after the 
trials is clear. 


He was an odd fellow, always._ 


Typhoid fever, when he was a child, 
left him permanently and eompletely 
bald and without eyelashes. Other 
children teased him. Reform school 
didn’t help him. Resentful toward a 
world that jeered him (he said in

up for other squealers to see.” 

The vang was engaged, the cat 
Was hired (with the telltale license 
plate), and its occupants, besides the 
driver, when its fusillade_ riddled 
htiosenthal outside the Metropole, were 
men whose allases have become leg 
endary in the history of.crime. 

Their real names are lost in gang 
land archives. Their aliases were 
(yp the Blood, Lefty Louie, Whitey 
Louis and Dago Frank. 

saldy Jack sent them to the elec- 
tric chair in Sing Sing Prison, and he 
sent Lieut. Becker there too. 

Then the word went around every 
street corner in town: 

“Baldy Jack is as good as dead. 
The mob will take care of him.” 

With the executions over, the 
double-cross complete, Baldy Jack 
stood at a lifetime’s crossroads. 

He could get another wig. He 
could skulk down the alleys of the 
world, catching on a,while here and 
a while there with one small-time 
gang or another. Perhaps, with luck 
and cunning, and never a return to 
the town where in that day they were 
whistling, “There’s a Broken Heart 
for Every Light on Broadway,” he 
could dodge vengeance. 

It came to him then, he explained 


later, that he could do something elsa,~

He did. “God guided me,” he said 
afterward. “I took the honor road.”

later years), he turned to the under- 
world of New York’s tenderloin. 

There a wig and a revolver were 
his armor against law-abiding citi- 
zens, and there he became bagman 
for Police Lieut. Charles Becker. 
Becker and his Tenderloin squad pro- 
tected the gamblers and Rose col- 
lected from the gamblers. 

That was the story Rosenthal told 
on the day before he was slain. He, 
a gambler, too, rebelled against the 
gangland rule that gripped the heart 
of Manhattan and, within a few hours 
after his statement was published, he 
was marked for execution. 

On the forenoon after the killing, 
a passer-by who had seen the murder 
car gave the number to District At- 
torney Chazles S. Whitman. -The car 
was traced, and Baldy Jack Rose, soft 
and pudgy, fearful of his life then as 
he was to be lor years gave up. 

Gradually, in a monumental double. 
cross of both his mentor, Police Lieut. 
Becker, and his* ganglang associates, 
he told the story which became the 
bulwark of the prosecution’s case. 

“I collected for Becker. I went the 
rounds every week. Sometimes the 
take would run to $15,000 a month, 
but two uptown collectors had the 
biggest accounts, It was gravy I got 
29 per-cent of collections—but Becker 
wanted vigger pay-offs.” 

After Rosenthal’s disclosures Baldy 
Jack and Becker conferred. 

“Get Big Jack Zelig’s. gang,” 
Becker instructed him, Rose _ said 
later. “Have them bump off. Rosen- 
thal. Cut out his tongue and hang it 
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his own identity. He was Baldy Jack 
Rose, the informer, avain, but now 
Baldy Jack, reformed and preaching. 

In small churches and before or- 
ganized boys’ groups, he told how the 
baldness had set him apart from 
others in youth, how the underworld 
had drawn him to it. how bad a man 
he had heen, a cowardly double-cross 
er who had seen the others die. to 
save his own skin. He wrote a book, 
“Twenty Years in the Underworld.” 

After that, Baldy Jack vanished 
again. The city which one day had

“I was only 18 when a 
Harvard professor offered 
me a hundred dollars to let 
him run electricity through 
my body for a series of re- 
flex tests,” says Adams.

WEALTHY Cambridge, 

Mass., couple told him 
they were plagued by Hal- 
lowe’en pranksters every 
year. They promised to re- 
ward him handsomely if he 
could make their home 
prank-proof. 

Young Adams spent a 
night setting up an elabo- 
rate system of trip wires on 
the couple’s grounds. Hal- 
lowe’en night the _ prank- 
sters invaded the _ booby- 
trapped estate. They tum- 
bled over the wires, which 
sprayed water upon them 
from buckets concealed in 
trees. A blowing machine 
blasted them with streams 
of sand, ; 

In terror, the pranksters 
fled and never returned. 
Adams got a rich fee. 

Once an inventor asked 
him to test an air-filled un- 
derwater chamber built to 
withstand terrific sea-pres- 
sure.

On Easter Sunday, 1937, pretty Ethel Gedeon 
Kudner and her husband, Joseph, drove from 
their home in storia, Queens, to East 50th St., 
in the Beekman Hil! section of Manhattan. 

They were to be guests at dinner in a fourth- 
floor suite occupied by Ethel’s mother, Mary 
Gedeon, and the other Gedeon daughter, Veronica, 
20-year-old artists’ model. 

As they drew up in front of the six-story 
walkup apartment, they saw, standing on the 
brownstone steps, Ethel’s father, Joseph, who 
had been separated from Mrs. Gedeon for three 
years. A meek-looking little man, he was carry- 
ing a bunch of white Easter lilies, obviously his 
modest contribution to the occasion. 

Gedeon, who lived in the back room of his 
small upholstery shop on 34th St., looked puzzled. 

“I phoned twice,” he told them, “and got no 
answer. Just now I rang the bell, and there's 
still no answer.” 

“Does the front door open?” Ethel asked. 

He tried the door, and it did. 

The Kudners followed him as he slowly 
climbed the three flights. En route he remarked 
that his wife’s two lodgers, Lucy Beacco and 
Frank Byrnes, also must be out, 

Gedeon pushed the bell to the apartment, and 
when no one responded, he turned the knob and 
the door opened. They went in, to be greeted only 
by Mrs. Gedeon’s Pekingese dog, Touchi, who was 
running about excitedly. 

“Mary! Ronnie!” Gedeon shouted. 

But again the only response came from Touchi. 

They glanced into the kitchen. 

The evidence there indicated that Mrs. Gedeon 
—or someone—had been interrupted during 
preparations for the Sunday dinner. On the 
table was a pork roast, which had been dressed. 
Beside it was a bow! of green beans, some cut. 


HEY looked into the master bedroom, where 
Mrs. Gedeon and Veronica usually slept. Nothing 
seemed out of order; the bed was made up. 

They did not take notice of a man’s right- 
hand gray suede glove, which was on the floor. 

They paused at the room occupied by Frank 
Byrnes, English-born waiter, who had become a 
lodger only five weeks before. 

Byrnes was there. He lay in bed on his side, 
hands clenched before his face. 

“Ethel,” Kudner suggested, lips grim, “I think 
you had better wait in the living room.” 

He and his father-in-law proceeded to the other 
bedroom, normally tenanted by Miss Beacco. 

The bed there, too, was occupied. 

But the unclothed figure that lay face down 
atop the covers was not that of Miss Beacco but 
of Ronnie, the pleasure-loving younger daughter 
of the estranged Gedeons. 

Her soft brown wavy hair looked freshly 
combed and unmussed by sleep. Two small metal 
curlers showed at the nape of her slender neck. 
Her face bore traces of cold cream: Near by on 
the floor lay a torn pink chemise. 

No marks oi violence were discernible any- 
where on that lifeless form. 

They did not see Mrs. Gedeon. 

“Maybe she ran to get the police,” the little 
upholsterer reasoned. 

As they hastened from the apartment, Touchi, 
the Peke, for the first time, barked. It was an 
arresting sound. But they paid no attention. 

Soon officers from the East 5lst St. station 
poured into the place. It was then 3:33 p. m. 
of that day of good will and rejoicing. 


“You have no idea what happened to your 


wife?” Detective Bill Gilmartin asked Gedeon. 
“We thought she might have gone for the 
police,” Gedeon answered. 
At that instant, Touchi, 
tugged at the officer's trouser cuff. 
leaned down and said: 
“Here is your wife.” 
The body of Mary Gedeon, partially clothed,

lay underneath the bed. Even In death, she 
looked 20 years younger than her age, which was 
4. Her face showed several brulses, 

“Who could have done this?” Gilmartin asked. 

Joe Gedeon shook his head dazedly. “I—I 
haven't any idea.” 

Two circumstances were quickly established: 

1. The murders had apparently been com- 
mitted between 11:09 p. m., Saturday, and about 
3:30 a. m., Sunday. 

2. The dog, Touchi, habitually noisy as re- 
gards strangers, had not been heard to bark at any 
time during the night. 

The 11:09 time of the first killing was adduced 
from the fact that a tenant occupying the apart- 
ment directly below the Gedeon quarters had 
heard screams at that instant. Not many, but 
enough to startle him. He didn’t leave his bed 
because the noise ceased——and no dog barked. 

Since, aS was soon proven, Ronnie had not 
come home until after 3 a. m., the evidence in- 
dicated that no less than three-and-a-half hours 
had elapsed between the first and third murders! 

This in itself was enough to fix the Gedeon 
case as one of the most unusual in Manhattan 
history. Multiple killings are not uncommon, but 
such a time lapse is. 

Apart from the gray suede glove, found on the 
floor of the master bedroom, the only other ma- 
terial evidence ‘discoverable during the _ initial 
moments of the investigation was the presence of 
bloodstains in the bathroom. i : 

Stains found on the wash bow! and on the 
wall above —inclyding a thumbprint — indicated 
that the slayer had washed his hands there, 
possibly between murders. 

And no dog barked. 

While Deputy Chief Inspector Francis J. Kear 
and his men were still on the premises, the tele- 
“hone rang. ‘The caller proved to be Stephen 


There Was One Clue the Killer Forgot — His 
Missing Glove, Which Finally Put 


the Finger on Him. 


Butter, young Wall St. runner, who had been with 
Ronnie the previous evening and early morning. 
They had made a date to join the Easter parade on 
Fifth ave., But— 

“IT called at the house this morning,” he said, 
“and got no answer to my ring. I decided that 
I'd arrived too late-—that everybody had left. So 
I put a note in the mail box for Ronnie, saying I 
was sorry I had missed her.” 

Assistant Medical Examiner Thomas A. Gon- 
zales reported that Mrs. Gedeon and Ronnie had 
died. of manual strangulation, and that Byrnes 
had been killed with a thin, sharp-pointed instru- 
ment, probably an ice pick. There were 11 wounds. 

Officers noted that the light was on in the 
bathroom. The presence there of a black lace 
dress showed that Ronnie had disrobed in the 
bathroom so as not to disturb her mother. 

There, too, she had combed her hair, washed 
her silk stockings, arranged the curlers, and put 
cold cream on her face, 


HE must have been in therealong while. But her 
killer had not, apparently, been too impatient: 
All the windows were locked. 

What seemed a most promising find was the 
model’s date book, which she had kept in her 
writing table. This contained the names and ad- 
dresses of more than 150 persons—artists, photog- 
raphers, actors, brokers, bankers, and “society 
men of Park ave. and Westchester.” 

“My daughter Ronnie was a wild, crazy butter- 
fly,” Joe Gedeoff blurted, “always following the 
foolish impulses of her own silly head! But I 
can’t imagine her having any enemies who would 
want to kill her.” 

“Where were you last night, Mr. Gedeon?” In- 
spector Kear inquired. , 

Gedeon seemed taken aback by the question, 
but proceeded to answer it in detail. At about 
7 Saturday evening, he had dropped into a bar 
and grill,on Third Ave. near 34th St., and had 
remained there, he said, all evening drinking and 
playing skee-ball. He could prove that he’d been 
there because he had made top score. 

“At about midnight, a friend of mine, Tom 
Kelly, came in with two girls, and all four of us 
played skee-ball,” he concluded. “Then, -at about 
closing time, I went home to bed.” 

“And the time was then?” 

“About 3 o'clock.” 

Later, after police officers found a pistol con- 
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cealed in his shop, the high-strung, jittery up- 
holsterer was held tn custody for illegal posses- 
sion of a firearm. (The weapon could not be fired). 

“I’ve had that gun for 29 years!” he exclaimed. 

Why, they asked, had he hidden it behind a 
floor board? 

“That's easily explained,” he replied. “A lot 
of these girls from around 34th St., used to drop 
in to see me. One of them, a big blond one, hap- 
pened on the gun in the desk drawer. 

“So I hid it, figuring that trouble might come 
of a girl knowing where there was a gun handy!” 

What had caused the estrangement between 
him and Mrs. Gedeon? 

“We quarreled over Ronnie’s behavior. There 
was no holding the girl. I blame this entire 
tragedy on Ronnie’s running around with men. 
She was married for a while when she was 16.” 


ES, the police knew that. She had quit Bryant 

high school in February, 1933, to marry Rob- 
ert Flower, five years her senior. But they 
had quarreled continually, and after a few months 
the marriage had been annuled. 

Flower; located working at the international 
bowling tournament in the 212th regiment arm. 
ory, explained that he hadn't had the means to 
support a wife “who always talked about the mil. 
lionaires she knew and the yachts she'd been on.” 

Another ‘person questioned was Lincoln 
Hauser, 20, who said he had been engaved to 
marry Miss Gedeon. ‘They had met eight months 
previously, -he said, but had delayed the ceremony 
because he had no job. . 

He had not seen her for more than a month, 
he told the police; had returned from a sea trip 
only four days before the tragedy Sinee, he said, 
he had been with his family at Saratoga, N. Y, 

“My brother, Jackson Hauser, is married to a 
sister of Steve Butter,” he added. “As Steve is 
also a friend of mine, I asked him to look after 
Ronnie while I was away.” 

When no progress had been made in the case 
by 6 p. m. that Sunday, all detectives of the East 
Dist St. station were called back from Easter leave 
of duty. (Later 200 officers were assigned to 
check on the persons listed in Ronnie’s date book. } 

Before becoming a model, Niiss Gedeon had 
been a hostess at a night club on West 5ist St. 
She had turned to photographers’ modeling after 
posing for an artist. Subsequently photos of her 
had appeared in many publications. 

she had made quite a nice income, receiving 
$5 to $10 an hour, and sOmetimes earning as 
much as $30 in a single day. 

Steve Butter, the young man who had been 
“looking after” Ronnie, related that, his folks be- 
ing away for the week end, he had invited a friend, 
Frank Schlenner, to spend Saturday night in the 
Butter apartment on Lexington ave. 

Meanwhile, he’d made a date with Ronnie, who 
told him over the telephone, “I'll cook you and 
Frank a spaghetti dinner.” 


E SAID she had come to the Butter apartment 

expecting to find her best friend, Jean Karp, 
also on hand, but Miss Karp had telephoned to say 
she had a cold. Ronnie had cooked the meal, and 
afterward they had listened to the radio. 

At about 10, he continued, he’d bought a bottle 
of gin, and they’d drunk highballs and danced 
until about 2. At that time they repaired to a 
cafe on East 101st St., where they’d had a few 
glasses of beer before leaving for Beekman Hill. 

“Frank returned to my home while I took 
Ronnie home,” said Butter. “I went up to the 
fourth floor with her. We sat on the stairs for 
a smoke—-(apparently, while the killer waited 
inside) then parted after we'd made a date to 
see the Easter parade. We were going to have 
lunch together, and she'd invited me to dinner.” 

+ * * 

The story moves forward to the Saturday after 
the murders, and to a rooming house on East 
52nd St., near the East 5lst St. police station. 

Charles and Matilda Oppburg, the proprietors, 
had begun to worry about a young man who had 
rented a room on Good Friday, March 26. The 
second week’s rent had been due for some 24 
hours, and they’d seen no sign of him. 

Mr. and Mrs. Oppburg had wondered about him 
from the first. He had called at about noon that 
Friday and stated that he wanted a room “near 
a skylight at the top floor.” 

He had given no name, saying that he was 
from Utica, N. Y.; paid a week’s rent in advance. 

As soon as Mrs. Oppburg had led him to-the 
room, he had stated that he did not wish to be 
disturbed at any time. “Don’t bother to clean 
the room, or to fix the bed,” he had said. “I'll do 
all that myself.” 

All week they had not seen him. # 

On Thursday, being much concerned, Mrs. Opp- 
burg had gone up there, got no answer to her 
knocks, then entered. The room was in order. 

On Friday, April 2—the day that Joseph 
Gedeon, after being played up all week as the 
focal point of the whole investigation, was fully 


exonerated and released—-there was again no 
sight nor sound of the strange-acting roomer. 

On Saturday, Oppburg climbed up to the top 
floor, ‘The roomer was gone.

The scene changes now to Canton, N. Y. 

On Thursday, March 25, Miss Eleanor Sheldon, 
a co-ed at St. Lawrence University at Canton, en- 
countered on the campus one Robert Irwin, 
former divinity student who had been expelled 
for attacking another male student. 

Miss Sheldon, who knew little about Irwin ex- 
cept that he seemed to be a sculptor of some 
talent, had remarked that she intended to usé her 
Faster leave to visit friends in New York and do 
the rounds of the great Manhattan art galleries, 

To her surprise, he had exclaimed, “Is that so? 
Why, I'm planning to do exactly the same thing.” 

She had gone to New York on Friday and 
stopped at the home of friends on Riverside drive. 
Irwin_had called her there and they’d made a date 
for 1 p. m., Saturday. 

They had met at a street corner’and visited the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, the Museu f of Nat- 
ural History, and the Bloomingdale art gallery. 

They had agreed tO meet on Sunday to go back 
to the Metropolitan for another visit. 

Miss Sheldon kept the date, but Irwin had not 
shown up, and that night she returned to school. 


EFORE they had parted in Canton on Thursday, 
the 25th, Irwin had told her he planned to stay 
at the rooming house of Mrs. Mary Pflug on East 
93d St., and that she could reach him there. 
“He did come ‘here,” Mrs. Pflug told police, 
“but I was full up, so sent him to the Oppburgs.” 
Police Commissioner Lewis E. Valentine broke 
the story on April 5 with thr terse statement: 

“Irwin is the man.” 

Hie asserted that the 29-year-old artist, a 
boarder in the Gedeon home in 1934 and a fre- 
quent visitor since, owned the gray suede glove 
which had been found at the murder scene. This 
had been established in a check at St. Lawrence. 

“Three times in recent years Irwin trieti to get 
himself committed to the Rockland Hospital for 
the Insane at Orangeburg, N, Y.," Valentine told 
reporters “He was torn by an obsession that he 
would never be a success in art or religion unless 
he overcame his ardent interest in the opposite 
sex. Somewhere in this psychosis we expect to 
find his twisted reason for the crime.” 

The police head added that a ‘diary kept by 
Irwin had been found in the room he’d occupied in 
Canton. In one entry, he had referred to Ethel 
Gedeon Kudner as “the star of my life.” 

The authorities laid an eight-state net for the 
suspect. Special guards were assigned to pretect 
Ethel Kudner, who feared she might be the next 
object of Irwin’s homicidal dementia. 

But Irwin seemed to have vanished without 3 
trace. Some believed he had killed himself. 

Then on June 24, Henrietta Koscianski, a 
pantry maid in a Cleveland hotel, saw a photo of 
Irwin in a detective magazine. 

“Why. that looks like Bob, the new bar boy!” 
she exclaimed to a chum. 

The next’day, she asked: 

“What's your last name, Bob?” 

“Murray,” the new bar boy replied. 

“Ever hear of Bob Irwin?” she came back. 

The bar boy said, “No,” and walked out. Miss 
Koscianski did not see him again. 

The following day somebody called a Chicago 
morning newspaper, said he was Robert Irwin, 
and offered to surrender and confess to the Easter 
Sunday murders. 

The recipient of this call assumed that he must 
be an impostor. He therefore told the fellow, in 
effect, to go jump into the lake. Then the same 
caller contacted the Chicago Herald-Examiner. 


ND that was how the Herald-Examiner scored 
one of the great newspaper scoops of re- 
cent years. For the man really was the widely- 
hunted Robert Irwin. And he really did sur- 
render and confess. Excerpts from his statement: 
“IT wanted to kill Ethel, Ronnie’s sister, because 
she was the dearest object in the world to me. 
I loved her and hated her. 

“I did not wish to kill anybody else. The fact 
that I killed three others was accidental—I acci- 
dentally borrowed three lives. 

“IT thought of suicide—and I guess that may 
perplex you. How could suicide add anything to 
a man’s spiritual or creative power? Suicide is 
death, isn’t it--the end of everything? Well, I 
don’t think so. It is my theory that nothing is lost. 

“That is why I say I only borrowed those three 
lives.

He had told Mrs. Gedeon that he would not go 
until he had seen Ethel. She had “turned on him,” ’ 
and he had struck her, and then strangled her. 
He said he would not have killed Ronnie except 
that she spoke his name in recognition. And he 
had killed Byrnes through fear of betrayal. 

On his guilty plea, Irwin entered Sing Sing 
prison on Nov. 28, 1938, and 12 days later was 
transferred to the Dannemora state hospital. 

Latest report on him: 

“Irwin suffers from schizophrenia. Thinks 
world is out to get him. Has been violent at 
times. Is kept by himself. Does not want to 
associate with others. Fears everyone. 

“Eligible for parole July 26, 2031.”

T LAST the city fathers 
of Newport, R. I1., are 
going to try to solve their 
community’s oldest and 
most baffling mystery. Once 
and for all, they would like 
to settie the question: Who 
DID .build that famous 
round, stone tower which is 
Newport’s most famous 
landmark and which has 
had archeologists, historians 
and just plain sightseers 
guessing for generations?

Delicious Doughnuts 
and Crullers 


ELICIOUS as they are, 
» these doughnuts have 
one drawback—they 
won’t keep. Your family 
will make them disappear 
too fast. But you won't 
mind turning out another 
batch when you find out 
how easy it is to make 
these recipes successfully. 
When your time is short 
the dough from the basic 
recipe for plain doughnuts 
can be divided in half and 
part made into smooth 
round balls by simply drop- 
ping from a spoon into the 
hot fat, instead of rolling 
and cutting before cooking.

§ PRING is the time when 
the sun shines, flowers 
bloom, and love hovers in 
the air. 

It is also the time when 
houses from St. Peters- 
burg to San Francisco are 
scrubbed within an inch of 
their clapboards in an an.- 
nual frenzy known as 
spring cleaning. 

During the .past few 
years, women in some of 
these houses have discov- 
ered that there is an easier 
way. Cleaners and polishes 
have been perfected which 
loosen dirt and do the hard- 
est work by chemical action, 
so that very little elbow 
grease is needed. 

Walls, woodwork and 
floors are the biggest jobs, 
but the following methods 
will help cut down on time 
and effort. 


Painted Walls 


SE one of the new all- 
purpose cleaners for 
painted walls either in 
liquid or powder form. 
Apply the solution with 
a soft sponge or cloth. 
Scrubbing is not necessary 
and rinsing usually isn’t 
either. Always start at- the 
bottom of the wall and work 
up. If you start at the top, 
the dirty water will trickle 
down and leave streaks on 
the soiled wall surface. 
These marks are difficult to 
remove. ‘ 
The method just described 
is for walls painted with 
oil-base paint. Some water- 
base painted walls are 
washable, but should be 
cleaned with great cCcaré. 
Never rub them. Dust such 
walls frequently so _ that 
they are never badly soiled. 


Sponge the surface very 
lightly, using a foam cleaner, 
avery dry suds, or water 
with a 3°7 addition of 40% 
drugstore formaldehyde. 
The formaldehyde helps to 
harden the paint and keep 
it from absorbing’ water. 
Work on a small area at a 
time, overlapping each area 
as you go to avoid leaving 
streaks. 

If you have walls covered 
with a water-base paint 
which is not washable, 
clean them with wallpaper 
cleaner. ‘Test a small area 
first to see if your wall is 
washable. 


Wallpaper 

ANY new wallpapers 

have come out in the 
last few years, in a wide 
range of patterns, which 
are waterproof. If you have 
such paper on your walls, 
you can sponge it with 
mild soap and lukewarm 
water. 

If your wallpaper is not 
washable, use one of the 
special wallpaper cleaners 
designed for all-over clean- 
ing. There is also a cleaner 
on the market which re- 
moves grease spots. 

Any of these wallpaper 
cleaners may be used on 
washable wallpaper as well 
as on non-washable paper.
